—Miss S. Louise Shelton, for 13 consecu- 
tive years a teacher in the Bigelow school, 
has declined a re-appointment, to accept at 
a much increased salary the position ns 
vice-principal of St. Mary’s institute, a 
newly organized clutreh school with abun- 
dant capital at Dallas, Texas. The school 
is to he one of the leading schools for 
young ladles in the south, and Miss Shelton 
had the great compliment of a unanimous 
election and is to be congratulated upon 
her good fortune. She has been one of the 
most efficient of Newton’s teachers, and 
popular with her pupils and their parents. 
It shows the high reputation of Newton 
teachers, when one of them is called to 
such a responsible position. Miss Shelton 
will enter upon her new duties in Septem- 
ber. 

—Mr. Benjamin Hartnett, father of T. J. 
Hartnett of this city, died suddenly at his 
son’s residence on Tuesday. He was a resi- 
dent of Boston, but of late his health has 
not been good and on Sunday he came to 
Newton fora change of air. Monday he 
was able to lie out-of-doors, but was seized 
with a fainting spell and carried into the 
house. On Tuesday lie had a second attack 
which proved fatal. The enuse of death 
was heart disease. The funeral services 
took place from the house of his son here, 
at 8.3o, Thursday morning, and at St. 
James church, Harrison avenue, Boston, 
later in the morning. The interment was 
in Cambridge. Tlu* deceased was 77 years 
old and leaves two sons, one of whom re- 
sides in Newton, and the other in Boston.

Mrs. Walker has purchased tlu* 
house next to the stables ami will remove 
it to Nonantum placeand fit it up in modern 
style. The old house on the corner lias 
been sold and will be taken away. It is 
probable that tlu* other lots will be built 
upon in the future, and tin* sale means a 
great improvement in the appearance of 
tiiat section. 

- There was an incident at one of the 
Newton churches on a recent Sunday, 
which caused considerable amusement 
among the congregation.

She had a wide circle of friends, and the 
older residents especially will feel sad- 
dened to learn of her death. She leaves 
two children, Mrs. Mary F. Claik, of 
Santa Barbara, Cal., who is now seriously 
ill, and Mr. John Sturgis Potter of this 
city. 

The futieral services will be held at her 
lafe residence on Walnut Park, Monday 
afternoon at 2 p. tn.

want to lie reminded t hut such things 
are possible, and we want it tucked 
away somewhere out of sight, where 
in our discouraged days we may not see 
it. Let the name be changed by all 
means.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THE GAS COMPANY GIVEN POWKR TO 
HUN Kt.tCTRIC WIRES. 

The board of aldermen met Monday 
evening, with Alderman Petteo in the 
chair. Other mombers presont wero 
Aldermen Johnson, Tolman, Chadwick, 
Harbach and Kennedy. The minutes of 
the last meeting wero road and approved. 

A communication was received from 
Francis Jones and Frank W. Harney, 
stating that on Nov. 28, 1883, they gave 
a guarantee for 10 years, in order to se- 
cure the laying of water pines on Cottage 
street, ward 5. Thoy thought at the 
time this was the usual custom, but had 
since learned that guarantees wero re- 
quired in some cases for only tlvo years. 
They also had found that the city was 
not crediting them with all the receipts 
from the use of water on tho street. 
They had applied to tho Water Hoard for 
a reduction, but perhaps because it had 
no jurisdiction, tho Hoard had not made 
any response, and therefore they had ap- 
plied to the board of aldermen. The 
petitiou was referred to the committee 
on claims. 

Alderman Harbach presented a petition 
from P. Sullivan, calling the attention of 
the city council to tho drain on the cor- 
ner of Beacon and Walnut streets. He 
had bought a lot there, on which he in- 
tended to build, and the stagnant water 
was dangerous to health; referred to the 
highway committee. 

AGAINST THE POOR FARM LOCATION. 

Alderman Tolman presented a remon- 
strance from citizens of West Newton 
against locating the poor farm on Cherry 
street or anywhere in that viciuity. The 
proposed location was in the midst of a 
thickly settled neighborhood, and adjoin- 
ing valuable property which it would 
depreciate in value, and there was more 
objection to locating it there than letting 
it remain in its present location. A 
hearing was asked for and the remon- 
strance was signed by Geo. B. Wilbur. 
V. E. Carpenter, L. G. Pratt and some 
eighty other citizens and tax payers. 

Alderman Tolman moved that a joint 
hearing before both branches of the City 
Council be appointed for June 24th at 
8 p. m. and the motioa was passed. 


Field Day. 

Tho Nowton Natural History society 
will have its next “Field Day” on Tues- 
day afternoon, Juno 11th. It will bo an 
afternoon and moonlight excursion on 
Charles river. Tho party will gathor at 
Riverside about 3.43. Thoro they will 
take boats and row down tho river to 
some point where they will go on shore. 
A few hours will be spoilt at that place. 
After sunset they will have a moonlight 
row on the river, returning in season to 
take tho 8.50 or 0.30 train. If a suffi- 
cient number desiro to go on this excur- 
sion, boats can be secured at reduced 
rates. All those who wish to go are re- 
quested to notify George L. Chandler.W. 
S. French or Dr. J. F. Friable. Any one 
wishing to accompany the society on this 
“Field Day” is cordially invited to do so. 

There will be ample opportunity, 
for thoso who wish, to seek out and 
examine tho spot on the river which 
Prof. Horsford believes to bo the site of 
the ancient Indian settlement of Norum- 
bega. Persons wishing to go on this ex- 
cursion who cannot be at Riversido when 
the party take boats can follow later on 
and meet the party lower down the river. 

An invitation has been extended to 
Prof. Horsford to accompany the society 
on this “Field Day” to Norumbega, and 
there give his reasons for his belief in 
that location, as the Norumbega referred 
to by the ancient chroniclers of the early 
navigators along this coast. It is to bo 
hoped he will bo able to accept and add 
to the interest of the exercises for the 
day by his presence and words. It is 
suggested that all provido themselves 
with lunch. 

Those who cannot leave Riversido at 
4 p. m. can take boats later in the after- 
noon and join the party down tho river, 
and of course return whenever they 
choose. 

It will be necessary to engage boats in 
advance, therefore it is necessary that 
those wishing to go should notify the 
committee as early as possible. 

Should Tuesday prove stormy tho ex- 
cursion will take place on tho first 
pleasant afternoon.

W. R. Dresser was granted a permit to 
move a building from Chestnut to Boyl- 
ston street. 

I). R. Emerson gave notice of intention 
to build a dwelling house 29 by 51 feet, 
on corner of Emerson and Pearl streets. 

M. S. Hodgdou was granted a permit 
to move building through Washington 
street, ward 2, 

J. H. Bemis was granted a license to 
put up a stable on Columbus street, New- 
tou Highlands. 

Alderman Chadwick stated that there 
were remonstrances against grant. ng a 
license to R. J. McAdoo to erect a stable 
on Otis street, ward 2, and he moved that 
they be granted a hearing on June 24th, 
at 7.3‘J p. m. The motion was passed. 

Alderman Johnson presented an order 
granting to the Nowton and Watertown 
Gas Company the right to erect aud main- 
tain wires and poles through any street in 
the city for electric lighting, subject to the 
rules and regulations of the board of 
aldermen, or to sncli rules as might be 
made in the future, tho height of wires, 
kind of poles, and places where wires 
were to l*« placed to bo regulated by the 
board. The order was passed. 

A hearing was given on II. W. Fan- 
ning’s application for license to put in a 
steam boiler and engine to liis new build- 
ing at Upper Falls, but as no one ap- 
peared the hearing was closed and license 
was granted. 

Alderman Chadwick presented the 
petition of the New England Telegraph 
and Telephone company, for a location 
for its poles aud wires on certain streets 
of the city, the same streets where they 
now stand, and the company promised 
to reserve the upper cross arm for the 
city telephone, fire alarm and police sig- 
nal wires; referred to the committee on 
licenses. 

The board then adjourned to June 24th, 
June 17th being a holiday. 


Newton’s New Water Park. 

To tbe Editor of the Graphic. 

The Newton papers last week men- 
tioned with commendable pride the sev- 
eral new improvements proposed under 
the present administration, but they 
omitted the crowning work of all. 

The city government, through the 
combined talent of the engineer and 
highway department, bus found a way to 
change the long time insignificant ditch 
oil tbe Widow Collin's land. Court street. 
Newtouvilie, into a beautiful miniature 
lake, thus giving to tho resident abuttors 
ou Court street, a picturesque water 
park. 

It lias for many years been a puzzling 
question with these same residents how 
the surface water, which pours into and 
runs down Court street, could be securely 
boused. Through the intelligence aud 
skill of the department above named, the 
problem lias been solved. By a series of 
compensating grades aud tbe judicious 
leveling up of the sidewalk on the lower 
sides of the street, tbe water shed of 
Court street aud its tributaries is so se- 
curely bouse that not a drop can escape. 
These periodical contribution* will keep 
the new lake at full banks without the 
necessity of drawing upon the city’s 
water supply. 

Aside from this there is an utilitarina 
standpoint from which to regard this im- 
portant addition to the city’s public 
works. The lire department— another 
department well managed, and officered, 
lias inspected the new lake with a view 
to using it as a storage reservoir, which 
will prove invaluable in case a lire occurs 
iu the extensive system of buildings con- 
nected with tbe planing mill and the elec- 
tric I'glit plant on Crafts street. 

As a little later iu tbe season tbe sur- 
face water of tbe lake will assume a 
beautiful and healthy green color, the 
ladies’ association of Court street have 
christened it Emerald lake. There is 
but one drawback aud that is, it is bare- 
ly possible that the .State boaid of health 
amt the new State oomiuisdou ou sewer- 
age aud drainage may object to the plan 
in detail. F. H.F.

In photographing clouds great difficul- 
ty is experienced in obtaining photo 
graphs of cirrus clouds, the reason being 
that the blue light of the sky acts with 
nearly the same activo energy as the 
white light of tho clouds on the sensitive 
silver salts of the plate. 

It is pointed out that when much dust 
is present in the atmosphere the heat of 
the sun is greatly absorbed; lienee it 
seems probable that dust particles may 
aid in tbe formation of fogs in another 
way than by acting as uuclei. 

Tbe new Natural History Museum at 
Vienna will be opened to the public this 
summer, and it is confidently expected 
that tbe rich collections will attract largo 
numbers of visitors. 

The Geographical Society of Bremen 
has commissioned Dr. l'uckciillia) ol 
Jena to undertake another journey to the 
Arctic regions iu order to make zoologi- 
cal researches. 

It has been proved that in hot climates 
the preparations of wood with sulphate 
of copper or with creosote adds little to 
its durability. 

The polariscope has recently been ap- 
plied to a novel use in France iu deter- 
mining the temperature of incandescent 
irou and other nietals. 

The discovery of the cellular structure 
of plants is credited to the naturalists of 
the seventeenth ceutury. — [New York 
Times.

The inhabitants of the City of Newton, 
ami nil other persons llnble to pny taxes 
therein, are hereby required to bring In to 
the Assessors of said Nowton, on any day 
from 

May First to the fifteenth day of 
J une next, 

true lists of nil their Polls (males, 20 years 
old and upward), and schedules and esti- 
mates of their personal estates, not exempt- 
ed from taxation. 

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

CnAP. 19(5, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors 
shall, in the month of May or Juno in 
each year, visit each dwelling-house or 
building and make true lists of nil women 
twenty years of ago and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signa- 
tures, request the Assessors to assess them 
for a “poll tax” and it shall ho the duty of 
the Assessors to inquire at eaeh such dwel- 
ling-house or building for such written re- 
quests for assessment, which must give tho 
name In full- age, occupation and residence 
.May 1st 1888. All women desiring to be as- 
sessed for a poll tax should have tlielr writ- 
ten request for such assessment In the 
form required by the Act of 1889, ready for 
delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. Eaeh re- 
quest should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with her name in 
full. No application for the assessment of 
a woman for a poll tax will bo received by 
mail or in any other than In the manner 
provided by said Chapter 190, except by 
tiling in tbe office of the Assessors tho list 
provided by Section 12, of Chanter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200 
of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding estates In trust, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly 
requested to furnish the Assessors with 
statements in relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have 
chnngedlmnds from other causes, the Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, Trustees, or oth- 
er persons interested, are required and 
warned to give notice of such change ; and 
in default of such notice will be held to 
nay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 
Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of 
Chapter 217, Acts of 1882,— All persons 
nnd corporations are hereby required to 
bring in to the Assessors of Newton on 
any day from May first to the fifteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by such persons and cor- 
porations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable or scientific purposes on the 
first day of May, 1889, together with state- 
ments of the amount ot all receipts and 
expenditures by such person or corporation 
for -aid purpose during the year next pre- 
ceding said first day of May ; such lists and 
statements to be In such detail as may be 
required by the tax commissioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 175, Acts of 1882, Sec. 1. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Es- 
tate may bring in to the Assessors of the 
town or city where such Real Estate lies, 
at the time specified for bringing In tho 
list ns provided in Section thirty-eight of 
Chapter eleven of the Public Statutes, a 
statement, umlei’oath, of the amount due ou 
eacli separate lot or parcel of such Rent 
Estate, and the name and residence of ev- 
ery holder of an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee or mortgagor. When such property 
is situated in two or more places, or when 
a recorded mortgage includes for one sum 
two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
an estimate of the amount of the mortga- 
gee’s interest in eaeh estate or part of an 
estate shall bo given in such statement. 
The Assessors shall, from such statements 
or otherwise, ascertain tho proportionate 
parts of such estates that are tho interests 
of mortgagees and mortgagors, respective- 
ly, and shall. assess the same. Whenever, 
in any case of mortgaged Real Estate, a 
statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided, no tax for the then current year on 
such Real Estate shall be invalidated for 
the reason that a mortgagee’s interest 
therein hns not been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING 

Shinping and business income are not 
taxable to a firm, but each resident part- 
ner must include these items iu his Indi- 
vidual return. Owners and agents of ships 
aud vessels engaged in the foreign carrying 
trade, are referred to Sections 8 and 9, of 
Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for the 
form of return required to obtain exemp- 
tion from taxation upon the valuation of 
such property. Said returns to be made to 
the Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his 
taxable property will be assessed upon the 
valuation thereof, and any person neglect- 
ing to furnish the Assessors with such list 
within the time above specified, will bo 
doomed at a legal meeting of the Board 
(»f Assessors agreeably to tho laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that state- 
ments of personal property must be In 
writing and subscribed under oath before 
one of tho Assessors, on or before tho 
fifteenth day of June, and that the Personal 
Property of all taxable persons must bo 
estimated by the Board, notwithstanding 
any! verbal statement or informal written 
communication to any one or more of the 
Assessors. —Pub. Stilt. Chap. 11, Sec. 39 nnd 
41. When n person has failed to bring iu 
a listor schedule of all his taxable property, 
in conformity to this notice, no ubutemeut 
of u tax ussessed on Personal Estate to such 
person can be granted, “unless such tax 
exceeds by more than fifty per cent, tho 
amount which would have been assessed to 
that person on Personal Estate if he hud 
seasonably brought in said list;und if said 
tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, 
the suid amount, the abatement shall he 
only of the excess above the said fifty per 
cent.”— Pub. Statutes. Chap. 11, Sec. 73.

TARIFF FABLES. 


TIIK LION, THE FOXES AND TIIE SHEEP. 


IV. 

A lion, by promise of spoils, got tho 
foxes and the sheep to join him in a pro- 
tective league for plundering all tho oth- 
er nnimals. Having caught a fat deer 
tho lion divided it into thirds. “This 
part,” said ho, “is mine of right as King 
of tho forest. The second share is the 
reward of my industry. The last portion 
is my true profit— touch it not.” Tho 
Foxes left tiro alliance at once but the 
shoop picked the bones, and foreign lions 
could not hurt them. 

This fable shows how a high tariff 
makes high wages. 

A VOICE FROM PITTSBURO. 

One of the foxes is called the “Nation, 
al Labor Tribune,” and last fall was a 
member in good standing of the league. 
On March 4th, a rolling mill at Pittsburg 
announced a reduction in wages and the 
comment of tho Tribune is as follows: — 
“A fine day truly to whack mill wages, 
the day of the inauguration of the party 
whoso viciferously announced policy is a 
protective tariff, whoreby to maintain 
home industries.” But worse than this 
the “whacking” seems to have become 
genoral through Pennsylvania, and one 
of tho hardest hits conies from one Mr. 
0 irnegie. Let the Tribune speak again: 
(Mav 25) “There was not much differ- 
ence in tho wages per ton of rails be- 
tween English aud Americau mills in 
1887, when business was good in Ameri- 
ca and poor in England. Now that 
wages have been advanced abroad and 
reduced at home it is doubtful whether 
there is any difference existing,” and yet 
there is to be “another reduction at 
home,” and further advances abroad. 

The Tribune wants the Protectionists 
to explain why the pauper labor of Eng- 
land is improving its condition as to 
wages: while the intelligent and well-to- 
do protected workmen of Pennsylvania 
are “sliding down hill.” 

The iron masters of the Keystone state 
find themselves threatened by their ri 
Vais in Alabama, and no political power 
can afford them protection by Tariff. 
Birmingham will avenge Bridgewater. 
And the wealth and intelligence of the 
second State in tho Union can invent no 
remedy except to “whack wages.” To 
be sure the economist suggests that a 
foreign market for our iron and stc i 
products will solve the problem, but a 
foreign market we cau never have under 
the present tariff. 

If Mr. Carnigie and the rest will 
“whack” the tariff with half the energy 
they are. “whacking” tho wages the tan If 
is supposed to protect, Pittsburg may 
laugh at Birmingham. The free ships 
that shall bring a load of untaxed iron 
ore into Philadelpeia will leave port 
freighted deep with the products of the 
Homestead mills. Whack tho tariff, Mr. 
Carntgie, and leave tho workmen aloue! 
Worsteds and Woolens. 

Secretary Window Is happy, or ought 
to be so. it is always a satisfaction to 
pay a big debt and he has dono this. 
The worsted manufacturers are not 
quite so happy inasmuch as it is not so 
blessed to receive as to give; they have 
only received. Art and science since 
1883 have got ahead of Congressional 
enactment, but party necessity has beat- 
en art and science out of sight. 

At the United States Laboratory at 
Now York City, worsted goods have 
been chemically and microscopically ex- 
amined, and have been found to bo com- 
posed of wool! Sinco tho days when 
Aesop’s mountain brought forth tho un- 
expected mouse, nothing quite so good 
as this has come, to our notice. Wnat 
did Mr. Windotn think worsteds were 
made of? 

Worsteds are Woolens. 

We must condemn uttorly the abuse of 
power shown by this executive ollicer in 
overruling the clear wording of a law; 
but we commend the truthfulness, brevi- 
ty, and alliterative quality of that sen- 
tence — worsteds are woolens. But what 
about tho Tariff? Wo havo examined 
that chemically and microscopically and 
find it to be composed eutirely of taxes. 
Are Tariffs taxes? 


“ Worsteds aro Woolens;” 
We must give this credit, 

For Wimloui has said it. 

“From wool, worsteds are made,”

CASTLES IN SPAIN. 

A NEWTON VII.I.E YOUNU LADY’S EXPERI- 
ENCE AMONG THEM. 

[Written for the Graphic.] 

Wo left Franco for Spain with tho in- 
tention of seeing and studying it as much 
as possible. We had not been long among 
tho pooplo before wo began to like them 
vory much. Wo greatly enjoyed their 
gay, frnnk and hospitable natures, as 
well as the quaint old cities, the delicious 
climate, and the deep blue skies of sunny 
Spain. Our first Spanish city, after some 
wooks in Northern Africa, was Malaga. 
This city is hardly iulorusting enough to 
pay ono for more than a day’s visit. Thu 
houses aro low aud straggling and tho 
streets are very badly paved. The Mala- 
ga girls havo a wide reputation for 
beauty. 

Tho ride from Malaga to Granada is 
through a most fertile aud picturesque 
stretch of country. Tho Alhambra at 
Granada though fast fulling to decay is 
still one of tho most beautiful pieces of 
architecture inexistence. It is situated 
ou u hill uour the town. Thu approach 
is through a beautiful stretch of wood- 
laud, covered with flowers, aud watered 


by a little stream called the Darro. Tho 
exterior pnlaco is built of rod brick in 
tho Moorish style. Tho walls aro cov- 
ered with carved and emhossod stucco 
work, of arabesque order, and azulejos. 

The court of Lions, which is tho 
bast preserved part of tho building, is 
surrounded by graceful Moorish columns. 
The floor is mosaic, and in the centre is 
a large fountain upheld by twelve mar- 
ble lions. The ball of Ambassadors lead 
lug out of this court, is most graceful 
and artistic. The walls aro covered with 
geometrical designs, interwoven with 
verses of the Koran. Tho ceiling pro- 
jects, like an inverted pyrnmid, nnd re- 
sembles froBted cake. Each ono of these 
old chambers and sunlit courts has its 
own peculiar history, and one can hardly 
help feeling a sense of awe as ho thinks 
of its former possessors, who played so 
great a part in tho history of tho world. 

About two hours ride acrost the vega 
is the little town of Santa Fe. This town 
consists of one square and four short 
streets leading out of it. It is surround- 
ed by a wall with a stone gate at the 
head of each street. It was built by 
Ferdinand and Isabella during tho soigo 
of Granada, in sixty days, and has not 
changed a whit since. The inhabitants 
had probably seen few foreigners before, 
as immediately upon our arrival we were 
surrounded by more curious men, women 
aud children than wo imagined room for 
in that small compass. Here Columbus 
held his famous interview with the 
Catholic Sovereigns, Ferdinand and 
Isabella, which resulted in tho Queen 
selling her jewels to equip the expedition 
which was to discover a new world. 

We went one eveuing to witness a 
Spanish dance in an old room of tho 
Alhambra. f l hese dances are vory grat e- 
ful, and it is a pity that they aro now 
little danced except in the rural parts of 
Spain. The dancers were dressed in 
Spanish peasant costume, and were very 
pretty and graceful. 

Our residence in Seville enabled us t d 
do some studying of the Spanish people 
and their language. The Spanish lan- 
guage is largely Latin, changed and cor- 
rupted after long use. It is very musical 
and pretty, and easy if one knows 
French or Latin. With our scanty knowl- 
edge of Spanish we were able to make 
several friends and acquaintances among 
the people, whom we enjoyed very much. 
These people are perfect prodigies of in- 
dolence, gaiety and hospitality. On 
meeting a gentleman he will say to you, 
if you are a lady, “I kiss your feet,” if a 
gentleman, “I kiss your hands.” If you 
call on a Spaniard, on leaving he will say, 
“This is your house, come to it as often 
and at any hour you please.” If you ad- 
mire anything of his, he will say, “It is 
yours.” It is needless to say, you are 
hot expected to accept it. Invitations to 
dinner are frequent but seldom accepted. 
Small informal evening calls are the 
style. The streets and cafes are 
crowded with men in the evening, but 
ladies of the upper ten seldom go out 
after dark. 

Spain has made little progress during 
tho last four hundred years. It seems to 
have gained nothing from the Conquest 
of Granada. The Spaniards far from be- 
ing ashamed of this, rather glory in it, 
making fun of the “poor ignorant for- 
eigners” who spend their time and money 
building railroads and other modern im- 
provements in their country. 

The climate being relaxing, the Span- 
iards are a delicate race, but they are 
very graceful and handsome. The girls 
have black hair and largo soft black 
eyes. They all wear the mantilla, and 
the men wear long cloaks faced with 
some bright color. They throw the end 
of the cloak over their shoulder, so that 
the facing shows, lu tho evening the 
young men go about serenading their 
young lady friends on the guitar, or 
stand talking to them through the bars 
of tho window. 

At carnival time, which takes place 
during the three days before Lent, ever. - 
body turns out and enjoys himself to 
the upmost. Tho streets are paraded 
with masqueraders in all sorts of absurd 
costumes. The young men have their 
pockets full of little bits of colored 
paper aud gold dust, with which they 
pelt the passers-by. In the afternoon 
half the population promenade the 
streets on foot or in carriages, and the 
other half stand on the balconies and 
pelt others with beans, candy, flowei s and 
colored paper. Every afternoon at four 
o’clock tho aristocracy turns out and 
rides or walks up and down the long 
promenade. They talk aud laugh aud 
enjoy themselves with each other. In 
other cities tho band plays during this 
time, but the Sevillians are not fond of 
music. 

Ono can hardly help being fond of 
Seville after living there a short time, it 
is sueli a quaint old city. Tho open 
patios, fiat roofs aud horse shoo columns 
of the Moorish style still abound in the 
Sevillian houses. The cathedral at Se- 
ville is magnificent, but part of it having 
fallen in a few years ago, it is now sadly 
out of repair. Tho Alcazar rivals tho 
Alhambra in tho opinion of many. It is 
in perfoct preservation but wo did not 
think it equal to the Alhambra. The 
garden is a perfect paradise. It is filled 
with all kinds of tropical plants. In tl.o 
centre is the old bath of M riu Pedilla. 

Seville, though no worse than the other 
Spanish cities, abounds in beggars. On 
refusing oue you should say “Pardon u • 
for Gild’s sake.” or “God will help you 
brother,” (l can’t.) 

The cathedral at Cordova, tho Mecca 
of the Western Caliphate of tho Moslems, 
is an old Mosque containing 1190 Moor- 
ish columns. Thu cuntro is now con- 
verted into a Christian church. Cordova 
itself is a quaint old city, with narrow 
winding streets, and containing several 
relies ot the old Bounins. 

Madrid being a modern city is more 
European, hut it still retains its Spanish 
characteristics. For instance, iho bull- 
fights there are the host in Spain. The 
arenas are crowded with every class and 
both koxok, especially on Sundays. It is 
not necessary to describe a bull-light us 
it has been done so often. There are 
some beautiful buildings in Madrid and 
tho picture gallery is the best in Europe, 
we think . It contains a wonderful col- 
lection of all the Spauisb masters, both 
ancient as well as the great masters of 
other countries. 

From Madrid we took two excursions, 
one to Toledo and the other to the Es- 
corial. Toledo is one of the most pict- 
uresque old cities in Spain. It is built 
on a hill, one side of which is perfectly 
perpendicular. The old castle aud the 
walls are tumbling to decay, aud as one 
views the oily from the Puerto del Sol, 
it gives the idea of a complete ruin. 

The Esoorial is called the eight) wou- 
dor of the world hut it is so vast and 
sombre aud in sue I i ireury situation 
that it is hardly pleasing.

Tho ladies all wear 
bonnets and the men wear Tam O Shan- 
tors. We'had tho fortune while there to 
witness the meeting between the Queens 
of England and Spain. Tho city was 
gaily decorated and there was an im- 
mense crowd collected along the road 
where they weie to pass. As the two 
Queens passed by together in an elegant 
landau drawn by four horses, and fol- 
lowed by all their yetinue, there was a 
great cheer raised. Queen Victorin, 
contrary to her pictures, Iins a kind dig- 
nified face. The Queen of Spain is much 
younger and has a very intelligent, ani- 
mated countenance. Afccr witnessing a 
Basque dance from the balcony of the 
palace, the two Queens rode off to the 
music of “God save the Queen.” 

Tho next day wo bade good-bye to 
Spain after three of the most enjoyable 
and profitable months we had spent in 
all Europe.

A committee of Newton ladies have 
taken in charge tho work of collecting 
clothing or bedding for tho Pennsylvania 
sufferers, and ask that all who have such 
things to spare, to send them to Armory 
Hall on Monday next, between the hours 
of 0 a. m. and 0 p. m. The call should 
meet with a generous response as such 
articles aro needed and will be for some 
timo to come. 

A money subscription has not been 
started in Newton, as Newton citizens 
are already well represented on the Bos- 
ton lists and probably all who desire to 
send money for the immediate wants of 
tho sufferers have or will contribute 
through Boston agencies. Tho clothing 
and bedding will bo gladly received, and 
the ladies who have tho affair in charge 
should receive a generous donation at 
Armory Hall next Monday.

THE ALMSHOUSE LOCATION. 

The question of a location for the 
Almshouse has excited much interest in 
certain sections of the city, and the com- 
mittee in charge of the removal gave a 
great deal of time to the matter. After 
it was decided to remove from the pres- 
ent site, on account of the land being too 
valuable for the purpose, numerous loca- 
tions were looked at and discussed, but 
none seemed so suitable or convenient as 
the one finally selected on Cherry street, 
ward Three. 

There was some talk of locating the 
almshouse near the Needham line in the 
Oak Hill district, but it was found to be 
so far removed from any railroad station, 
and from the other city buildings as to 
be decidedly iuconvenient. One Oak Hill 
man asked tho committee if any of the 
inmates had ever come from Oak Hill, 
and when they confessed that Oak Hill 
had not patronized the institution, he 
asked them if they were going to bring 
the almshouse over tlieie to make things 
even? He thought the almshouse should 
be in the districts from which the in- 
mates came. There was some sense in 
this and the committee finally decided 
that the almshouse ought to be within 
easy reach of City Hall, as this would 
mean a great savintr of time to city offi- 
cials. 

The price at which they can obtain the 
six acres and three-quarters of land is 
about two cents a foot, which is certain- 
ly reasonable, and the buildings are es- 
timated to be worth at least $">00. The 
sale of the Allen estate this week, and 
the prices realized, shows that for some 
reason land in that section is not so val- 
uable that the presence or absence of the 
poor farm could affect it materially. 

There has been a vigorous remon- 
strance against the selection made, and 
the remonstrants are to have a hearing 
June 24th. The committee which has 
been considering the matter do not feel 
like going over the work again, and 
they think that if the remonstrants do 
not desire the almshouse in their neigh- 
borhood, they should present some other 
location which will he as convenient, 
as suitable, as reasonable in price, and to 
which no objections will he made by the 
neighbors. 

If they do this there is no doubt that 
their remonstance will ho heeded and 
the site they recommend selected. 

The committee, however, have found 
that people are a good deai like Maik 
Twain, in this matter, while none of them 
want the almshouse iu their vicinity, 
they are perfectly willing that some 
other ward should have it, and there is 
probably no location which could be j 
chosen, to which no objections would be 
made. It has been a very difficult matter 
to decide upon any location; and the 
matter has taken up already more time 
than any other of the official duties of 
the committee. 


MONEY IN ELECTIONS. 

Tin: hill to restrict and regulate the 
use of money in elections was defeated 
in the Senate on Thursday, aiul this wil 
convey .an unfortunate impression. 

Even the Boston Journal says that ‘‘it 
is difficult to see how a man who values 
his reputation for veracity cau deny that 
there is need of such a law as this, and 
deliberately close his eyes to certain 
phases of Massachusetts politics. ”It says 
that the defeat of the bill was a grave 
mistake and so it was. 

The bill itself was a mild one, and a 
four horse team could have been driven 
through any of its provisions, so that 
there was no danger in passing it. Cyn- 
ical people say it was evidently framed 
to gain a cheap reputation for honesty iu 
elections for those who support it, and 
for this reason it is all the more inex- 
plicable that the Senate should have de- 
feated it. If it was really desired to pre- 
vent the use of money in elections, a bill 
could have been framed that would have 
been much more effective than the one 
proposed, but eveu this bill was a tenta- 
tive striving after better things, and 
showed the effect of public opinion upon 
the members of tho lower house. It wus 
a step iu the right direction, and pos- 
sibly would have been followed by others 
which would have really accomplished 
w lit they professed to desire. 

The new ballot law was a vigorous 
measure toward securing purity in el- 


Governor Ames has made his ap 
pdintment of the late Judge Park’s suc- 
cessor, and has chosen Alderman John 
C. Kennedy. Mr. Cate notified the gov- 
ernor a weok ago that he was out of the 
contest, and wished his name withdrawn 
from it. This left Mr. Kennedy as the 
leading candidate, and as his petition 
was signed bv many of the leading citi- 
zens of Newton, he seemed the appoint- 
ment. The matter has received a good 
deal of discussion in private, and the 
governor has received a great number of 
petitions both for and against, and it 
must be a great relief to him that the 
matter has ended. Mr. Kennedy has 
practiced a good deal before the court, 
so that he is familiar with the business, 
and his petition bore the names of a 
great many of the most prominent citi- 
zens of Newton, including ministers, 
lawyers, doctors and business men, and 
any man might well feel proud of such 
an endorsement. 


The proposition to locate the alms- 
house on Cherry street has caused quite 
a commotion among the property owners 
of that section, and they have sent in a 
numerously signed remonstrance to the 
city council. A hearing has been granted 
for June 24th, and it is said that most of 
the residents on that side of the track 
will appear and protest against the un- 
welcome addition to their number. But 
where is the almshouse to be located? 
Tho property owners want it removed 
from Waban, it is not wanted in West 
Newton, and probably there would he a 
remonstrance raised against any location 
that could he selected in the city’s limits. 
One of the aldermen suggests that as it 
is clearly impossible to move the alms- 
house, the only alternative left is to 
move the city! 

OUB excellent contemporary, the; Mil 
ford Journal, says that the blunders at 
the State House the last six months give 
the Democratic managers high hopes of 
carrying the state next November, and 
among these blunders it considers the 
state house extension job, which the 
governor has favored in season and out 
of season; the Metropolitan Sewerage 
bill; the B & A. and the Bell Telephone 
watered stocks, and a number of other 
things which will cost the state a very 
handsome sum. It has certainly been a 
very accomodating legislature, and the 
members seem to think that the only 
thing to do with tlie public money is to 
spend it. The Journal is evidently look- 
ing for the day of judgment. 


Whatever may be thought about the 
state house construction, which promises 
to prove a rather expensive affair, Gov- 
ernor Ames has made an admirable se- 
lection for the commissioners. They 
will commaud the entire confidence of 
the public. John D. Long heads the 
commission; William Emlicott, Jr., is 
the financial head of the great mercan- 
tile house of C. F. Hovey & Co., and 
Benjamin D. Whitcomb is a builder of 
high standing. Such a commission 
ought to prevent any wasteful outlay, 
and secure an houest expenditure of tho 
public money. 

Editor George G. Cook of the Mil- 
ford Journal has been appointed post- 
master of that town, Postmaster Strat- 
ton being removed to make a place for 
him. Editor Cook is a firm believer in 
the spoils doctrine, but nevertheless we 
still believe that it is better to couduct a 
Republican paper from a pure love of the 
| party, than from any desire to secure a 
| fat office as a reward. An editor who 
i accepts office gives ground for the sus- 
; picion that he is working for vulgar gain, 
rather than from a high and holy devo- 
| tion to principle. 


i Cor,. Hkwixh’ statement that horse 
! cars cost 10 cents a mile, while storage 
battery cars can bo run for 5 cents or 
loss, would make a great saving in the 
cost of running street cars, if the Colonel’s 
calculations prove correct. So far the 
I electric cars have proved much more 
expensive than horse cars, and any more 
economical methods than those now iu 
use would bo gladly hailed by street car 
companies. 


Newton will be affected in one way by 
the great Johnstown calamity, as tho 
Johnson steel rail company, whose works 
are located there, were to furnish rails 
i for the Newton Street Railway Company. 

The works are destroyed and this may 
I postpone the building of the road to a 
) later date tliuu at first contemplated. 


Alderman Kennedy will resign his 
| position to accept the appointment of 
justice of the Newton police court, ten- 
* tiered him by Goveruer Ames, which will 


necessitate a new election. Thoro has 
been no discussion yet of his successor, 
hut tho office will probably bo given to 
Councilman Ilamblom.if ho desires it, ns 
he is iu the direct lino of promotion, nnd 
a new man will he chosen for tho com- 
mon council. 


Hoard of Health. 


A special meeting of the board of 
health was held In the aldermen’s room, 
City Ilall, Thursday afternoon. W. II. 
Mague was awarded a contract for one 
year to collect tho swill in various parts 
of tho city, including Newton Lower Fails, 
at $2400 por annum, tho contract to date 
from May 1. The first bids for tho swill 
contract wero based upon a term of threo 
years, the figures being W. H. Mague, 
$0,000; John J. Gannon, $">,000. Both 
wore rejected on tho ground that the ono 
was too high and tho other too low. 
Proposals wore again asked for by the 
hoard on the basis of a one year contract 
and only ono bid was received, that 
of W. II. Mague. From tho first figures 
quoted by the party to whom the con- 
tract has been awarded, the city saves 
$000, although it is rarely the case that a 
city rejects a proposal on the ground 
that the bid is too low, provided suffi- 
cient bonds are given for satisfactorily 
carrying out the work. 


Applications of Klectrlclty. 

Scribner's Magazine for Juno marks 
the beginning of a new enterprise not less 
notablo than the Railway Series com- 
menced a year ago. It is tho series of 
popular articles on The Practical Aplica- 
tions of Electricity, a subject which has 
become of chief importance in the scien- 
tific, commercial and industrial worlds.

several figure-pieces. 

Among the writers already secured for 
this series are announced C. L. Bucking- 
ham, chief electrical expert of the 
Western Uniofi, President Henry Morton 
of Stevens Institute, Dr. M. Allen 
Starr, a prominent authority on 
electricity in medicine, and A. E. Ken- 
nelly, chief electrician in Mr. Edi- 
son’s laboratory. Each paper will bo 
elaborately illustrated from special 
sketches and photographs, which it has 
been possible to make through the un- 
usual privileges granted this Magazine 
by the leading electrical companies.

Although Mrs. Cashel Uooy has beou 
for many years before the public as a 
writer, aud has produced excellent work 
in fiction, she has never been fortunate 
enough to achieve a wonderful paying 
success.

She values her American 
connection very highly, and acknowledg- 
es that the largest part of her income is 
derived from America. Having formed 
a literary partnership for copyright pur- 
poses with John Lillie, the Harpers are 
able to protect her later writings, and 
pay her with the promptness aud liber- 
ality for which their name is a synonym. 
Mrs. Hoey lives in a pretty house iu the 
old Court suburb, Kensington, not far 
from the beautiful town house of the 
Duke of Argyll on Camden Hill. Her 
husband is a legal light, and is a perma- 
nent member of the counsel for the man- 
agement of the Prince of Wales’s Rothe- 
say estates. This office brings him a 
salary of £1000 per annum, so that finan- 
cially as well as socially Mr. and Mrs. 
Cashel Iloey are in an enviable position. 

Mrs. Campbell Praed is a graceful, 
delicate young woman of about 35. She 
comes ot a good family, and the name of 
her husband is also that of the gentility. 
She is a charmingly artistic dresser, and 
as far as her health will permit associates 
with a gay and fashionable set. Her 
novels are widely read, but in England 
are kept away from young readers, ex- 
actly as those of Ouida. They are iu a 
certain sense brilliant, but are restricted 
to the delineation of scenes and manners 
of a fast and loose class of people— a kind 
ouly too prominent in large cities iu this 
feverish age. Her literary style violates 
all canons of the art, as understood aud 
studied by more serious writers; never- 
theless, there is a glamour iu her periods, 
a fascination in her study of character 
which causes a reader to pursue .her 
fiction breathlessly to the end. and then 
toss it away, vowing that the time spent 
in reading it might and should l>e more 
profitably employed. Mrs. Campbell 
Praed has been in America, having made 
the now regulation trip thither with her 
friend, Justin McCarthy.

GRAPHIC PICTURES OF THE CHINESE IN 
8 AN FRANCISCO. 

[Wiitten for the Graphic.] 

San Francisco, May 25.— It was only 
% few weeks ago that the city of San 
Francisco was illuminated in honor of 
the signing of the Chinese exclusion 
met There were street bonfires, gor- 
geous pyrotechnics, bands of music, long 
processions nnd a general glorification. 

The community was in a condition of 
ecstasy, for the popular cry of “The Chi- 
nese must go!" had been realized and 
everybody was happy. Now the great 
•hips from the Flowery Kingdom no 
longer dump a thousand or more Celes- 
tials into San Francisco every fortnight. 

In fact it is easier for a camel to pass 
through the eye of the proverbial needle 
than for a John Chinaman to get past 
the Golden Gate. All kinds and classes 
of people seemed to labor for this par- 
ticular consummation. The newspapers, 

Democratic and Republican alike, vied 
with each other in urging the passage of 
the bill and then demanding the presi- 
dent’s signature. The coast seemed to be 
a unit on the proposition, and politicians 
declared that the uncivilized Mongolian 
must not be permitted to take the bread 
from the civilized Caucasian, and that 
this was a white man's government, in- 
tended only for white men, and for 
white workingmen particularly. Be- 
tween you and me, good reader, it 
was largely the cry of the demagogue. 

Scratch a property holding Californian 
today, and ten to one you will find 
him quietly, but none the less positively, 
a pro-Chinese man. He will shout anti- 
Chinese with the best of them for busi- 
ness, political or other prudential rea- 
sons, but he knows and will admit to 
Intimate friends that Chinese labor has 
been the making of California, and that 
without it the state would not have 
^een what Bhe is in this year of our 
Lord 1889. The lands tha£ have been 
reclaimed, the grapes that have been 
harvested, the railroads that have been 
built and the wines and fruits exported, 
are the result of the plodding, uncom- 
plaining. industrious and poorly paid 
John ChinITftian. You might as well say 
that the South Atlantic states should do 
away with the services of the negro as 
that the Pacific slope should banish the 
almond eyed Celestial. Today , even, they 
are necessities; not creatures merely held 
on sufferance. They can do and will do 
what the white man cannot and should 
not. They are the scavengers of the cities, 
the safety of the country. There are 
times in the vineyards, the hop fields, the 
fruit groves, that thousands of men are 
necessary at once, for a week or two 
weeks, say a month, in the year. For 
that time are they needed, and only then. 

White men could not exist on one month’s 
work in twelve, but the Chinese can. It 
will be a perplexing problem to solve, 
how the California grapes and fruits can 
be harvested when John Chinaman is no 
more. 1 met Dennis Kearney today on 
the fashionable thoroughfare that is 
named after him and the late general. 

The sand lots orator is a little down at 
the heel at present, but he is blatant 
and bold as ever. “What should 
we do with them?” ho said angri- 
ly in answer to my question; 

“throw ’em in the sewer; they’re no 
earthly good. If they were not here, 
white men could have employment and 
this country would be populated by 
Christian and Caucasian workers. Put 
the Chinese out altogether, ami there 
would flock from the east an army of 
white laborers who would be a credit to 
the state, who would be the consumers 
as well as tho producers, which the 
Chinese are not; who would spend 
their money where they earned it, which 
the Chinese do not; who would improve 
society, not degrade it, and who would 
help the general cause of humanity.” 

Now this argument of Dennis Kearney 
is the regulation argument of tho day. 

Perhaps it is the strongest side of the ^ 
case; it is certainly tho most popular. ! . nn , lllv 

Bui the interesting fact remains, that j ‘ ‘ 

thus far no one has been discovered who 
can fill the bill, who can take the place 
of the heathen, for with him the coun- 
try has been developed and agriculture i 
and viticulture made profitable. With- l 
out him it would be an Impossibility. 

Mark you. please, this letter is not an 
argument for the Chinese. Fur from it. 

It is a beautiful dictum and a most ac- 
ceptable one, that this glorious country 
is for the Caucasian, not the Mongolian; 
for tiie Christian, not the Pagan; for the 
brightness of American progress, not 
for the darkness of Chinese superstition, 
lieu veil speed the day that it may come 
to pass, but we must look at things as 
they are, not as we would wish them to 
be. And in things as they are wo find 
the pig tail a very large, important and 
by no means lovely element in California 
life. If you would see the Chinaman ut 
his best and worst, you must look him 
over in his own house in San Francisco. 

1 have set'll him in his haunts night und 
day; in the cool of tho evening and in 
the bright light of the morning, ami 
know him fairly well. Within a com- 
pact urea of twulve blocks is Chinatown 
here located, and yet within that urea 
nearly 40.000 Celestials live, or rather 


couple through the entire town, nnd tho 
excursion takes from 8 In tho evening 
until 2 in the morning. It is all n fear 
ful picture, but the white man or woman 
is treated with marked respect, nnd can 
go anywhere without fenr of robbery or 
physical barm. In one three story build- 
ing 1,500 Chinamen will live, the rooms 
being arranged like the forecastle of a 
ship, in tiers of bunks one set alwve an- 
other. One large room is for eating, an- 
other for cooking, nnd nil the surround- 
ings. while more or less clean, are dark, 
dingy and barren. The Celestials fairly 
swarm in these places, and their heathen- 
ish jabber is a puzzle. The theatre is the 
place to see John Chinaman at his ease. 

It holds alxHit 2,000 and is densely packed 
night after night. The visiting white is 
allowed to sit on the stage. The play 
usually lasts for three or four weeks, and 
is given in sections of two or three a 
night. No scenery is used, and a 
hideous hand of musicians twang 
at a hideous lot of ear splitting 
instruments while the actors perform. 

No woman is permitted to act, so tnen 
take their places. They nre educated up 
to it, and the simpering Chinese maid in 
gorgeous dress is excellently portrayed 
by some young fellow. Watching tho 
vast sea of faces from the stage is a pic- 
turo one will long remember. One man 
seems tho exact duplicate of tho other; 
they all look nlike. nnd, wearing the 
identical hat. pig tail and blouse, the 
scene is monotonous to a degree. However 
much pleased he may be, the Chinaman 
seldom shows it and never applauds. 
Occasionally there is a grunt of pleasure, 
but the yellow, expressionless faces never 
light up with satisfaction. When a sec- 
tion of the play ends at midnight they all 
go out and gamble — every mother’s son 
of them— and the lottery dealers do a 
thriving business. Later they tumble 
into their wretched hunks, and with a 
little box of opium “hit the pipe” and lie 
down to pleasant dreams. In the 
restaurants you can see the rich China- 
man. He is superbly dressed, and 
has about him his men friends and 
his women slaves. He sparkles with 
jewels, and is the fat and greasy citizen 
we meet in the purple of life. Chinese 
musicians play for him, Chinese women 
coddle him and the restaurant feeds him 
and his guests with the finest of fowl. 
Even into the secrecy of their magnifi- 
cent pink dining halls the white visi- 
tor can boldly enter and look on. John 
Chinaman fears to offend his Caucasian 
brother in any way. To him everything 
is open. Down in other sections of the 
town, the gambling places, the “two 
bittee lookee" quarter and the poorer 
streets reeking with depravity, are many 
interesting sights, but I draw the veil. 
Only thi3 can be said for it — the Celestial 
keeps all his vice to himself. Ho is never 
drunk outside, never ragged, dirty, dis- 
reputable or dishonest away from China- 
town. He will plod and work and slave 
for you faithfully up to the letter of any 
agreement. It is only when he leaves 
you to become his own master that he 
makes the break and going to his haunts 
becomes a low, vicious atom of hu- 
manity. 

I attended a Chinese funeral. While 
in tho flesh the “remains” had been pop- 
ular, and the paid criers at his bier were 
many. The friends also gatliered numer- 
ously, and many invocations were made 
to the God of Wrath, the God of Luck 
and the God of Health to make it pleas- 
ant for the departed in the 6weet by and 
by. It seemed to me that every hack in 
San Francisco hail been chartered for 
this funeral, for when the carriage pro- 
cession started it was fully a mile and a 
half long before the last Chinese quar- 
tet had gotten into the last vehicle. A 
carriage full of musicians, playing tom- 
toms and beating gongs, led tho way, 
then the hearse holding the body, placed 
in a common coilin. Upon tho hearse 
sat a Chinaman laden with small pieces 
Df perforated tissue paper. Behind 
the hearse, at intervals of ten 
carriages, were more tomtoms and 
gongs. Finally the funeral started 1 
and dashed through the city pell mell. 
bound for the graveyard. It looked 
more like a fast drive to a horse trol 
than a pilgrimage to a cemetery. When 
they moved along the Chinaman on the 
hearse began throwing out his bits of 
paper until the streets were littered with 
them. The wind took them here, there 
and everywhere, and as they scattered, 
the Chinaman chuckled merrily. It is a 
Chinese superstition that when the body 
starts to the grave, the devil starts too, 
and tries to get there before the corpse, 
which he is supposed to grab. But in 
the race he must pick up every bit of |

Bowls chained to table. Also fish kitch- 
ens. Busy mostly at night. 10:30 p. m. 
for late suppers. Fish fried in vats of 
oil. Potatoes ditto. Eight cents buys fish 
supper for two. Pint of porter two 
pence. Fish kitchens crowded at night. 
Customers, plate in hand, nt counter, 
two deep. Also hot sausage shops, eel 
pie shops, kidney pio shops. Boiled 
“winks” on hand cart. Otherwise salt 
water snails. Picked out of shell with 
pin. 

Britain a land of bars, otherwise “pub- 
lic houses.” Our saloons thero nre “wine 
and spirit vaults.” Brass mounted. Heavy 
brass work and railings outside. Endless 
polishing required. British bar mounted 
for heavy work. Heavy liquors, gener- 
ally taken straight. Liquors cheap and 
as a rule better than ours. All measured 
out to customer. Customer never touches 
bottle.

Other departments 
for stand up drinks. All front on same 
bar. Bar maids abundant. ' Bars as free 
to women customers as men. Equality 
of privilege. Ditto at times of drunken- 
ness, especially on Saturday night at 
London’s East End. Drunken women 
common in parts of London. Also wo- 
men in rags. Also women in rotten 
rags. Find them on sunny days sitting 
in rows on curbstone. Blear eyed. 
Slouchy, sooty, slovenly. Beg of you 
for penny as you pass. Live on gin and 
herring. Live in holes. Live anywhere. 
Can’t tell themselves where the}’ do live. 
One roof this week, another that. Not 
much woman or humanity apparently 
left in them. 

Gin and milk favorite morning bever- 
age. Among working classes. Reputed 
nutritious as well as stimulating. Gives 
massive headaches and runs in to knees 
if too freely used. 

Streets very cleanly swept. New York’s 
a pig sty in comparison. No liberty poles. 
All flag staffs sticking out of church stee- 
ples. Economy of spaco in burying 
grounds. One grave holds entire fam- 
ily. Twelve feet deep at first. One cof- 
fin atop tho other. One tombstone docs 
for tho family. Epitaph spaces left for 
those who are to follow. No room for 
long verses. Plethora of sepulchral and 
ghastly taste. Skeletons in stone carved 
over old church doors. 

Pomp at funerals. Coffins black. 
Hearse horses ditto. With manes two 
feet in length. Tails sweeping the 
ground. Peculiar breed. Raised for 
funerals. Broko to hearses. Pirates’ 
flag half yard in length from hearse 
driver’s hat. Plug hat. Hired mourn- 
ers. Clad in rusty black. More plug 
hat and red noses. Will mourn for you 
at so much per hour. No matter who 
you are. where you came from, what 
you’ve done or where you're going to. 
Afterward adjourn to tavern near cem- 
etery, and refresh on beer and cheese. 
Ruby tint on end of nose renewed. 
Ready for next mourn. Business of 
a prolonged perfunctory mourn. Ad- 
vertising posters with scale of prices for 
fuuerals common on streets. Four or 
five grades of funeral. Lowest fifteen to 
twenty dollars. Highest one hundred. 
Burying a big business in England. 
Everybody dies thero some time in their 
lives.

SILK AND LACE WRAPS. 

Bertlio in front and set in the shoulder 
seam at the hack, lieing held full over the 
shoulder. Crochet or jetted rosettes add 
richness to it, and at tho neck there is a 
lace frill standing, with a fall in form of 
a collar. This i9 made by taking lace 
of tho same width as tho rest and gath- 
ering it so that the selvage edgo comes 
at tho top and tho flowered edge falls be- 
low. Tho upper edge can have a button- 
holing of colored saddler silk along it, and 
this has a very pretty effect. Tho belt is 
of rich black ribbon. This wrap can be 
made of satin, velvet or plain glaco silk, 
or it can be of heavy meshed net bro- 
cades or even grenadine. Old silk can 
be utilized, as the silk shows but little 
and is really more for tho foundation 
than anything else. 

Many ladies have lace laid by which 
would come in very handy for this wrap. 
Thread, Chantilly, French imitation. 
Spanish or guipure, aro all suitable, and 
it is a most dressy, dainty littlo gar- 
ment. I asketl the quantities of materials 
needed and find that it requires but one 
yard and one-eighth of silk and two and 
one-quarter yards of laco about nine 
inches wide and two yards of tho nar- 
rower lace, or four if all of one width. 
Tho length of the hows and ends govern 
tho quantity of ribbon. 

The long black lace mantle is made of 
tho laco woven for the purpose, aud is to 
be simply gath- 
ered on to a yoke 
aud then gather- 
ed in the back to 
a ribbon. These 
aro worn over 
light colored 
dresses, and are 
very pretty. It 
is economical, as 
when tho fashion 
for such a wrap 
goes out, it can 
bo made over in- 
to a handsome 
dress. These are 
h owover only 
w orn by ma- 
trons. Tho other 
wraps are for tho 
younger ladies. 

Tho two pretty 
walking gowns 
show tho happy 
blending of tho 
directoiro styles 
with common 
sense, and both aro entirely novel aud 
exceedingly elegant. 

I saw yesterday a dress tlyxt had just 
been finished for a young girl, and it 
was so pretty that I must describo it. It 
was of very light gray debeigo, a ma- 
terial as cheap as it is pretty, and the 
skirt was plain and full in tho back, 
being shirred about fivo inches deep 
around tho hips.

Their so-called “tests'' are made iu 
the interest of one company, aud they receive 
their nay from that company. Of course their 
tests show the baking powder made by their em- 
ployers is tlte only strictly pure powder in the 
world; all other kinds are vile compounds. — 
Herald. Middletown, Conn. 

From an examination of the so-called 
tests of these or similar parties iu this 
place, it appears that they are mere 
tricks. An effort is made to destroy tlte 
baking powder found iu the home, ami 
to get an order for that for which they 
are peddling. The samples of their own 
powder used for comparative tests are 
found by chemical analysis to have been 
prepared especially for tlte purpose. 
They are none of them pure. The 
method adopted by these testers to sell 
goods by circulating filthy stories, palpa- 
bly absurd, against a baking powder well 
known to be pure and wholesome, is suf- 
tlciont evidence of tlte character of them- 
selves ami their goods to induce consum- 
ers to “let them pass.”

Onr Cottage Hospital. 

The Newton Cottage Hospital is looked 
upon as a model for other cities to fol- 
low, and the Boston Sunday Herald gave 
a very well written article last Sunday on 
“The Cottage Hospital, its origin, what 
it is and what it is doing.” After de- 
scribing the work of such hospitals, their 
special adaptation to small cities, aud 
the manner in which they were started 
in England, the article goes ou to de- 
scribe the Newton Hospital as a model 
of its class. The Herald says: “The 
Newton Cottage Hospital is one of the 
oldest and also one of the most success- 
ful of the cottage hospitals of this coun- 
try. In so many respects did it depart 
from established usage that it may be 
considered an innovation, and the benefit 
of its experience has been sought by 
many about to establish similar institu- 
tions. It is an example of what may be 
accomplished without a large endow- 
ment, for it has not been blessed with a 
great fund upon which to depend.” 

Then follows a description of the hos- 
pital, with which all Newton readers are 
familiar. Of the needs of the hospital 
the Herald says: “The hospital is not as 
yet entirely prepared for its work. The 
wards now' built are well equipped, but 
more are needed. The most pressing 
need is a ward for contagious diseases. 
The hospital has the laud, aud would 
assume the control of such a ward were 
the city of Newton to build one. There 
should also be a ward for private cases, 
the accommodations for this class now 
beiug inadequate. The pupil nurses 
should have a dwelling house apart from 
the wards, where each nurse could have 
her own room. The work of the nurses 
is exacting and fatiguing, and they need 
comfortable bedchambers and change of 
scene afier the day’s duties are over. It 
is hoped that some philanthropic person 
will build a nurses’ cottage, for tho 
money would be well spent. A simple 
dwelling with chambers and a general 
sitting room, would answer every pur- 
pose, and could be erected at a small 
cost. At present there are six pupil 
nurses and a matron and head nurse. 
It is expected that the number of nurses 
will be increased to eight as soon as the 
new dormitory is ready. With a separate 
dwelling, more could be accommodated, 
conferring au additional benefit upon the 
community. As now arranged, there is 
no place in which to receive poor women 
about to become mothers, Such women 
cannot be taken into the general ward of 
a hospital. Yet the appeals made are 
sometimes piteous and heartrending, aud 

S oor women have, on several occasions, 
een taken in, for humanity forbade 
closing the door upon them.” 

Credit is giveu to the matron, Miss 
Palmer, for her excellent management, 
to whom so much of the success of the 
hospital is due, and the interest taken by 
the city physicians of both schools, who 
serve without pay, is alluded to. 

The ways in which the hospital can be 
aided are by contributing $2 per year to 
the Ladies’ Aid Association; by dona- 
tions of fruit, flowers, provisions, books, 
clothing, bandages and old linen; giving 
$300 annually for a free bed, or $5000 for 
a permanent bed. Visitors will be wel- 
come at the hospital ou Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, between 2 and 4 p. in. aud any 
one will feel well repaid for the trouble 
experienced in reaching the building. It 
is but a short distance from the Wood- 
land station of tho Newton Circuit road, 
and the trains run at frequent intervals.

Lizards soon became no novelty, and even 
the resort of keeping them out of one s 
boots by wearing the boots day and 
night would not prevent their crawling 
down one’s back occasionally, causing a 
sensation like an animated Icicle. ' * • 
Tho robels, as they retreated, poisoned 
the wells or killed animals in tho ponds 
and streams, their putrid carcasses ren- 
dering tlie waters untit for use. 

The rapid advance of the army made it 

impossible for the supply trains to keep 
up and for days the rations consisted of 
unripe corn roasted in the husks. During 
this campaign of three weeks the regi- 
mont slept with the sky for a canopy, 
exposed to tho deadly night air ami fre- 
quent tempests. Nights when no humane 
man would drive a dog out of-doors 
found this entire army in tho open 
tiold.” , ,

What is a Building anil Loan Asso- 
ciation? 

The persons composing a Building and 
Loan Association agree to pay into their 
treasury a certain sum, at fixed periods 
on each share that they own, until their 
shares through such payments and the 
accumulated profits reach their par val- 
ue, or, as it is technically termed, “ma- 
ture.” Tho stated payments (called 
“dues”), their frequeuey, aud the par 
value of the stock vary. The general 
rule is that $1 shall be paid on every 
share once a mouth until a par of $200 is 
reached. When the shares “mature” the 
assets iu the treasury are divided among 
the shareholders. Just as fast as the 
money is paid iu it is offered iu the shape 
of loans to the members— and to the 
members only — tlie security taken being 
a mortgage on real estate and an assign- 
ment to the association of the borrower’s 
stock. The amount which a member is 
entitled to borrow equals the par value 
ot his or her shares. Thus, in an associ- 
ation where the par value is $200, a mem- 
ber who wants $1,000 must own five 
shares. As every member has an equal 
right to become a borrower, the disposi- 
tion of tlie loaus is made by putting the 
mouey up at auction, from time to time, 
and awarding the loan to that member 
who will give the highest premium above 
the regular interest rate. The Building 
and Loau Association laws provide that 
the acceptance of these premiums shall 
not constitute usury. In order that th« 
dues aud interest shall bo paid regularly, 
the by-laws provide that they shall be 
received only by the secretary, and by 
him ouly at the stated meetings; and 
there is a small tine for a non-payment, 
which is increased from meeting to meet- 
ing, a delinquency for a certain period 
causing the forfeiture of the stock, or 
giving ground for the foreclosure of a 
mortgage. 

The interest is paid monthly, and the 
interest money, with the dues and any 
other receipts, goes into the treasury, to 
be loaned at once. It is apparent, there- 
fore, that a Building and Loan Associa- 
tion whose money is in demand not only 
receives interest constantly on the dues 
paid in by all the members, but that it 
compounds this interest monthly. Here- 
in lies the chief secret of the profitable- 
ness of this system of investment. 

now TO BUY A HOME. 

It is quite as easy to show by figures 
the economy ol buying one’s house with 
tlie assistance of a Building and Loan 
Association as compared with paying 
rent. Tlie following statement is only 
given as a form of comparison; every 
prospective borrower can chauge the fig- 
ures to suit his own locality. 

C and I) occupy houses worth $.3,000 
each (lot, $000, and building, $2,400). C 
is a tenant, paying $25 per month. D, 
with $000 in cash, has borrowed $2,400 
on twelve shares of a Building aud Loan 
Association, aud built his bouse. Sup- 
posing that D’s shares mature iu twelve 
years, their accounts at tho end of that 
period will stand thus:

The P neapple Industry. 

Writing from Eden, Fla., Dr. George 
Willis alludes to the pineapple growing 
in that section. It is comparatively a now 
industry, be states. Only about seven 
years ago was tho first aDplo raised there, 
but now over 200 acres are under cultiva- 
tion on Indian River. Every farmer is 
setting out slips and tops. A fair pro- 
duct is 10, (XX) pineapples to an aero, and 
the plant will hear successfully three or 
four applos, one each summer, for about 
four years, They are propagated by the 
slips that are around the apple or tho 
suckers that come up around tho root of 
the stalk. After being set out they re- 
quire but little care until gathering sea- 
son commences, when they are packed in 
barrel crates and sent to Northern mar- 
kets. The varieties aro tho black prince, 
sugar loaf, blood pine, the Egyptian 
queen (which is very choice) and tho por- 
toracn, which sometimes grows very 
large, weighing from 4 to 10 pounds. Tho 
best way to prepare a pineapple for eat- 
ing, adds Dr. Willis, is to cut off slices 
up aud dowu across the grain of the fruit.

Assessors’Notice 


The inhabitants of the City of Nowton, 
and all other persons liable to pay taxes 
therein, are hereby required to bring In to 
tho Assessors of said Newton, on any day 
from 

May First to the fifteenth day of 
June next, 

true lists of all their Polls (males, 20 years 
old and upward), ami schedules and esti- 
mates of their personal estates, not exempt- 
ed from taxation. 

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Ciiap. 190, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors 
shall, in the month of May or June in 
each year, visit each dwelling-house or 
building and make true lists of all women 
twenty years of age and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signa- 
tures, request tho Assessors to assess them 
for a “poll tax” and it shall lie tho duty of 
the Assessors to inquire at each sueli dwel- 
ling-house or building for such written re- 
quests for assessment, which must give tho 
name in full— age, occupation and residence 
May 1st 1888. All women desiring to be as- 
sessed for a poll tax should have their writ- 
ten request for such assessment in tlie 
form required by tlie Act of 1889, ready for 
delivery to tlie Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. Eaeli re- 
quest should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with her name in 
full. No application for tlie assessment of 
a woman for a poll tax will be received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner 
provided by said Chapter 190, except by 
filing iu tlie office of the Assessors tho list 
provided by Section 12, of Chanter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200 
of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly 
requested to furnish the Assessors with 
statements in relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have 
changedhands from other causes, the Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, Trustees, or oth- 
er persons interested, are required and 
warned to give notice of such change ; and 
in default of such notice will he held to 
pay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 
Returns of Property Held for Lltcrury, 
Benevolent, Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of 
Chapter 217, Acts of 1882,— All persons 
and corporations are hereby required to 
bring in to the Assessors of Newton on 
any day from May first to tlie fifteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by such persons and cor- 
porations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable or scientific purposes on tlie 
first day of May, 1889, together with state- 
ments of tlie amount ot all receipts and 
expenditures by such person or corporation 
for said purpose during the year next pre- 
ceding said first day of May; such lists and 
statements to be in such detail as may lie 
required by tlie tax commissioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 
Chap. 175, Acts of 1882, Sec. 1. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Es- 
tate may bring in to tlie Assessors of the 
town or city where such Real Estate lies, 
at tlie time specified for bringing in the 
list as provided in Section thirty-eight of 
Chapter eleven of tlie Public Statutes, a 
statement, undciinath, of tlie amount due on 
eaeli separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, and the name and residence of ev- 
ery holder of an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee or mortgagor. When such property 
Is situated in two or more places, or when 
a recorded mortgage includes for one sum 
two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
an estimate of tlie amount of the mortga- 
gee’s interest in each estate or part of an 
estate shall lie given in such statement. 
Tlie Assessors shall, from such statements 
or otherwise, ascertain tlie proportionate 
parts of such estates that are the interests 
of mortgagees and mortgagors, respective- 
ly, and shall, assess tho same. Whenever, 
in any ease of mortgaged Real Estate, a 
statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided, no tax for tlie then current year on 
such Real Estate shall be invalidated for 
tlie reason that a mortgagee’s interest 
therein lias not been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING 

Shipping and business income are not 
taxable to a firm, but each resident part- 
ner must include these items in his indi- 
vidual return. Owners and agents of ships 
and vessels engaged in the foreign carrying 
trade, are referred to Sections 8 and 9, or 
Chapter 11 of tlie Public Statutes, for tlie 
form of return required to obtain exemp- 
tion from taxation upon tlie valuation of 
sueli property. Said returns to be made to 
tlie Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his 
taxable property will be assessed upon tlie 
valuation thereof, and any person neglect- 
ing to furnish tlie Assessors with such list 
within the time above specified, will lie 
doomed at a legal meeting of tlie Board 
of Assessors agreeably to tlie laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that state- 
ments of personal property must lie in 
writing and subscribed under oath before 
one of tlie Assessors, on or before tlie 
fifteenth day of June, and that tlie Personal 
Property of all taxable persons must bo 
estimated by tlie Board, notwithstanding 
any| verbal statement or informal written 
communication to any one or more of tlie 
Assessors. —Pub. Stat. Clmp. 11, Sec. 39 and 
41. When a person has failed to bring in 
a listor schedule of all his taxable property, 
in conformity to tills notice, no abatement 
of a tax assessed on Personal Estate to such 
person can be granted, “unless such tax 
exceeds by more than fifty per cent, tho 
amount which would have Been assessed to 
that person on Personal Estate if he had 
seasonably brought in said list; and if said 
tax exceeds by more tlmn fifty per cent, 
tlie said amount, tlie abatement shall he 
only of tlie excess above tlie said fifty per 
cent.”— Pub. Statutes, Clmp. 11, Sec. 73.

Protected England. 


AFTER JOHN W- CANDLER. 


SOME QUESTIONS THAT HAVE I) BEN 
DRESSED TO HIM. 


“This is the silliest Htuff that e’er I heard.” 

Midsummer Night’s Dream. 

Tbe argument about England’s fiscal 
policy in tho Protection column of last 
week’s Journal is a tritlo bewildering. 
Listen! 

“Our tariff reformers say it (England’s policy) 
is free-trade and they urge us to adopt it. • 
England afforded them their stock argument tu 
prove that a tariff lias nothing to do with wages, 
or, at least, that wages In Free l fade England 
were higher than in other countries under pro 
tection. 

Right, to tho letter. Hut, go on. 

“It is almost cruel to deprive our friends of 
this, their strong tower; but the truth must he 
told, even though that tower should tumble 
about, their devoted heads. England is one of 
the most heavily protected countries in the 
world.” 

Many a true word is spoken in jest. 
The strong tower is indeed crumbling 
under this vigorous assault, but upon 
the devoted heads of whom? If England 
is a heavily protected country what has 
become of tho stock arguments of Re- 
publican orators:— pauper wages in Free 
Trade England and high wages in Pro- 
tected America? Tho writer seems to 
know tLo ruius have fallen upon him. 
and he hastous to extricate himself: 

“I wish here to emphasize thr fact that England 
raises her enormous revenue on the principle of 
the Mills Bill; that is, site lias no regard to the 
principles of protection.” 

England, one of tho most heavily pro- 
tected countries in the world, lias no re- 
gard to tho principles of protection! 
What does that mean? Perhaps tho 
argument is to bo continued tints: Eng- 
lish wages are higher than French’ or 
German wages because England is “one 
of the most heavily protected countries 
in the world;” but English wages are 
lower than American wages because 
England “has no regard to the principles 
of protection.” Lot us see how England 
is heavily protected. First, there are the 
customs on twenty articles. (Tho tariff 
of 1883 for the United States covers some 
th >nsnnd and more.) Then there are 
‘ excise duties,” and “licenses,” and 
“passenger duties”: all of which are 
soberly given as examples of protection! 

“Tuko stamp duties, which in the last year 
yiebled £57,570,000. This shews t lie extent to 
which tho principle of protection i« applied. 

• • • 1 might go on through the house tax, t lie 

land tax, the property and income tax, but 1 re- 
frain. Mv object has been in this paper to show 
that England, the free trade country par excel- 
lence of our reformers, • • • Is in reality one 
of tho most heavily taxed countries In the world.” 

Wo learn further that there are patent 
laws in England, and subsidies; that a 
man marrying bis deceased wile’s sister 
(for protection?) pays but 3 per cent, on 
property she may leave him while if he 
dies and leaves her property she must 
pay 10 percent. And now for the charge 
against this “Mecca” of the Tariff Re- 
formers: 

“I shall be sustained In my charge against 
England, that she poses as a free trade nation, 
while her policy Is protection, though often with 
the principle falsely applied.” 

And all through the article runs the 
most astounding assumption thnt “taxes 
are protectlon”ai»d“ protection is taxes.” 
Instance upon instance of “taxation” is 
cited to prove that England’s policy is 
“protection.” Our modest little motto, 
“A Tariff is a Tax,” would indeed be- 
come a veritable war cry in tho form, 
“Protection is Taxation.” Sentence 
a'ter sentence, indeed the whole article, 
is utterly roeanlUgleM without this as- 
sumption;— and, we fear, utterly mean- 
ingless with it. 

What We Want. 

It has been so often charged that the 
Tariff Reformers wish to destroy at ottoe 
all custom taxation, or at loast all pro- 
tective duties, thut it is, perhaps, worth 
a word of denial. Thu denial will serve 
us a reply to the intimation made in a 
letter iu the Journal last week; tho in- 
timation that wo desire to do away with 
customs and substitute excises, passett- 
gei duties, stamp taxes, and percentages 
on legacies. We shall use the words of 
the load r of Free Trade thought in 
A meric t, David A. Wells: 

“I have had ubout as much practical 


The following letter has been sent to 
Congressman Candler, and is published 
at the request of several subscribers: 

Hyde Park, Mass., June 8,1889. 
lion. John W. Candler: 

Sir— My name w’as appended to a list 
of inquiries about tho tariff, sent you by 
our Queston Club. It was sent, I ant 
told, with lists front other clubs. The 
questions submitted, and to which we 
respectfully asked answer, ltavo special 
rofereuco to tho worker. Our signers 
comprised the following: A machinist, 
a worsted weaver, two other mill hands, 
and a book-keeper. Tho latter is now 
employed on a labor paper, tho Knights 
of Labor Advocate, published in Boston. 
All the signers on our list are residents 
of your district. May we still hope for a 
reply? Let me say that we are not all ot 
one opinion regarding the tariff question. 
Mr. Andrew answered the same ques- 
tions promptly, and the signers who 
are «f his belief are iu high feather. 

The following comprises the pith of 
our questions: Under what conditions 
is the government justified in adopting 
measures that will reduce the quantity 
of eatables obtainable for a day's work? 
Does the tariff tend to increase or dimin- 
ish the quantity of eatables and clothing 
t hat will come to the laborer in exchange 
for Lis work? 

Will you also please answer whether 
you are still of tho same mind that you 
were on tho 20th of April, 1809, when 
you offered tho resolutions at a great 
meeting held iu Chickeriug Hall to pro- 
mote the reduction of taxation and the 
reform of the tariff. You then said that 
“north and east, in directions in which 
Boston would naturally expand, where 
the proper domain lies that is open for 
our enterprise, are strong political lines, 
in the shape of taxes on raw materials, 
which almost entirely cut us off from an 
immense extent of territory possessing 
iu the greatest abundance what wo most 
require — food, coal, lumber and iron.” 

These are just tho things wc want now 
more titan we did then. 

You then said: “All of them are in it 
measure cut off from us by the greatest 
humbug of modem times, the tariff ot 
the United States.” That tariff was no 
worse, hut was almost the same as the 
present tariff, Do you still think the 
present tariff is tho greatest humbug of 
the time? If you do, please say so. If 
you have changed your opinions, please 
give us the reason for the change. 

If you want to see any of us and have a 
talk over the matter, send word to the 
secretary of the United Question Clubs 
of Massachusetts, Box 3892, Boston. 
One thing more: we mean to have an an- 
swer to these questions from the men 
that wo are going to vote for next time, 
and if you don’t cltoose to give us an an- 
swer we shall take it that you can't give 
us an answer such as you want to. Many 
of us wero Republicans when you were a 
Democrat, and for good reasons; and 
now we may go with the Democrats or 
with the Mugwumps, or anybody to boat 
a Republican who stands on the last Re- 
publican platform. Yours truly, 
John F. Dowd. 


Tlie Eliot Church. 

The Congregationalist last, week bad a 
picture of Eliot church, tho same which 
appeared in the Graphic tho week pre- 
vious, and a short description. It says; 
'Should John Eliot return in tho flesh 
to-day to tho charming stilmrhnu citv of 
Newton, ho would find, not far front the 
very scene of his apostolic labors, as 
handsome a church structure as exists 
in New England, and, instead of a few 
painted Indiniis gathered around him 
in the open nir, ho would have the privi- 
lege of speaking to a congregation which, 
as respects wealth and culture, and de- 
votion to the Interests of Christ’s king- 
dom, represents tho best tilings in our 
modern Christianity. No doubt, as soon 
as the btavc old pastor-missionary had 
rubbed t lie surprise from his eyes, ho 
would adapt himself to the situation, 
and join as heartily as. any otto in the 
congratulations heaped last week upon 
the Eliot church people as thoy took 
possession of this noble house of the 
Lord. For it is indeed a structure which 
will vie in beauty, grandeur and effect, 
almost with cathedrals across the sea; 
and, while it lacks their historic prestige, 
it is in many ways far better adapted to 
tho purposes ot a wide-awake, aggressive 
church of this nineteenth century. Ex- 
cepting the Old South and the Central 
churches in Boston, we doubt if theie be 
another Copgregational church e lifico 
in New England upon which, for the 
building simply, so much money h,<s 
been expended. Certainly none has 
yielded more satisfactory returns for tho 
outlay.” 

Editorially the same paper has the 
following: “Not alone because it now 
occupies a house of worship conspicuous 
in its beauty, even in these days of hand- 
some edifices, is tiie Eliot church in 
Newton to be congratulated by the wide 
sisterhood of churches to which it is re- 
lated. To dedicate so noble a structure 
free of debt, nttd to build it not from the 
gifts of wealthy business men only, but 
from the smaller though no less conso- 
crated savings of the large body of tnem 
hership, is certainly cause for thanks- 
giving. Most of all tlte use to which it 
is proposed to put the graceful tomple 
Bestows the crowning glory upon the 
consummation of tiie architect’s thought. 
It is to be, as Dr. Calkins so strenuously 
insisted in his sermon last Thursday, a 
place where rich and poor meet together 
in the name of their common Master. It 
is that which gives dignity to any house 
of the Lord, be it a plain board structure 
on the prairies, or a cathedral.

The Boston Homo Journal says: 
Once more tho cry is heard on all sides, 
“What shall wo do with our young peo- 
ple?” lit two weeks more thoy will be- 
gin to graduato them from tho public 
schools by the thousand, and out of that 
number there is every year a larger ma- 
jority who wish to earn their independ- 
ence, Wbnt to do to enable them to do 
this is the question whieh anxious par- 
ents ask themselves. It becomes annu- 
ally of a more embarrassing nature ow- 
ing to the fact that the present course of 
study in the public school docs not seem 
to fit young people to earn their living 
with thuir bauds, or to encourage any 
taste iu that direction.

There is much 
in it that is useless to the sort of boys 
and girls who comprise a heavy pei eeut- 
ugo of its attendance, aud which are 
there at the expense of other studies 
which might be more thoroughly taught, 
aud. made of some use. The difiiculty of 
the question in its intention of dealing 
with so many different classes is by no 
means to he underrated, nor can its rotn- 
i-dy be suggested. It is becoming one of 
those points iu which the difiiculty is re- 
coguized and tho remedy out of 
sight.

ROTATION IN OFFICE. 


The pernicious results of the spoils sys- 
tem are attracting more public attention 
than ever before, although probably this 
administration is no worse than many 
which have preceded it. The public con- 
science has become more sensitive, how- 
ever, and practices that a dozen years 
.ago would have awakened no comment, 
are now looked upon with disfavor. Bis- 
hop Potter’s vigorous sermon gave em- 
phasis to the sentiment of the common 
people, those who do not want office for 
themselves or their friends, and its ef- 
fect has not been weakened by the child- 
ish attempts to prove that Washington 
and the other Revolutionary fathers 
were no better than they should be. 

This subject is well treated by Mr. 
Frederick W. Whitridge in the Political 
Science Quarterly, who writes on the 
evils of “Rotation in Office” and argues 
that most of the evils of the spoils sys- 
tem are due to the four years tenure of 
office law', passed in 1820. As might I 
have been inferred the law was passed 
at the instigation of one of the shrewd- | 
est wire pullers of that day, Wm. II. 
Crawford, secretary of the treasury, why 
thought that such a state of things might 
help him to succeed President Monroe. 
The act was certainly contrary to the 
theories and practice of the framers of 
the government, as during the first forty 
years of the nation, under Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson, Madison, Monroe and 
John Quincy Adams, there were only S2 
removals, all of which were at least os- 
tensibly for cause. 

Jefferson regarded the law with great 
disfavor, and made the following start- 
ling prediction in regard to it. 

“It saps tiie constitutional and saluta- 
ry functions of the President, and intro- 
duces a principle of intrigue and corrup- 
tion which will soon leaven the mass, not 
only of senators, but of citizens. It is 
more baneful than the attempt which 
failed in the beginning of the government 
to make all officers irremovable but with 
the consent of the Senate. This places 
every four years all appointments under 
their power, and even obliges them to 
act on every one nomination. It will 
keep in coustaut excitement all the hun- 
gry cormorants for office; render them, 
as well as those in place, sycophants to 
their senators; engage these in eternal 
intrigue to turn out one and put in anoth- 
er, in cabals to swap work; and make of 
them, what all executive directories be- 
come, mere sinks of corruption and fac- 
tion.” 

Judging from tue spectacle of senators 
from great states spending their time in 
lobbying for offices for their political 
friends, and dividing up the patronage 
between them. Jefferson was not so far 
out of the way. Even congressmen have 
been drawn into the “principle of intri- 
gue” and we tiud them boast iug of their 
success in obtaining offices for their con- 
stituents, and quarrelliug over the divi- 
sion of patronage. 

In 1835, the evil effects of the law were 
so evident that there was an earnest ef- 
fort among the better class of senators 
to have it repealed, and a committee of 
which Calhoun was chairman and Web- 
ster and Benton members, recommended 
its repeal for the following reasons; 

Faithful performance of duty no long- 
er insures a renewal of appointment. 
The consequence is inevitable; a feeling 
of dependence on the executive on the 
part of the incumbent, increasing as his 
term approaches its end, with a great in- 
crease in the number of those who de- 
sire his place, followed by an active com- 
petition between the occupant and those 
who seek his place, followed by all those 
acts of compliance and subserviency by 
which power isconciliated, and, of course, 
with a corresponding increase of the 
number of those influenced by the execu- 
tive will. 

The movemeut was defeated, however, 
the spoils system even then being too 
strongly intrenched, and such men as 
Buchanan and Silas Wright voted against 
the repeal. On the one side were such 
men as Jefferson, John Quincy Adams, 
Madison, Calhoun, Webster and Benton, 
and 011 the other were “statesmen” such 
as Buchanian, and the latter carried the 
day, so that the law has remained to 
make the scramble for spoils once in ev- 
ery four years a public scandal. 

Have we no Calhouns and Websters 
and Bentons in the Senate now, who will 
work for the reform of the civil service, by 
socuringithe repeal of such an odious law, 
uud so prepare the way for the applica- 
tion of business principles in regard to 


the government offices, or are nil the Sen- 
ators mere Buchanans. The men who 
favored the law and the men who were 
opposed to it might servo as a practical 
illustration to those who are trying to 
bring Washington and the statesmen of 
his day down to the lovel of our politics. 
Rov. M. J. Savago is confident that the 
world is growing better, but he is hav- 
ing very difficult work to prove that the 
same is true of our political loaders. It 
would bo manifestly ridiculous to place 
Gorman on an equality with Calhoun or 
Quay with Webster, but such men as 
those aro the political loaders of tho Sen- 
ate to-day. 


There is a good deal of gossip over 
the next candidate for Governor, and 
any quantity of work is being dono "on 
tho quiet.” While Mr. Brackett and Mr. 
Crapo aro frequently mentioned, there is 
evidently a good deal of opposition to 
both. Tho Prohibition Republicans are 
said not to favor either and are mention- 
ing Col. Haskell of this city, Prof. Capen 
and Dr. Loring, while some enthusiasm 
is noticed over Congressman Coggswell. 
A now movement has been started rather 
tentatively in favor of Congressman 
Lodge of Naliant, and ho is represented 
as being very coy, while his friends urge 
that the application of proper pressure 
will force him to consent. It is claimed 
that there is a whole hogshead of enthu- 
siasm ready to burst forth at the men- 
tion of his name, and that he is the only 
man who can beat Russell. Friends of 
Mr. Beard aro naturally very much inter- 
ested in tho movement and they will 
doubtless make it interesting for the 
Naliant congressman, It is also said 
that Governor Ames is ready to sncritlce 
himself for a fourth term if there is nny 
difficulty about a choice, and a number 
of other gentlemen are mentioned, who 
would be willing to make sacrifices. It 
is rather early yet for any defluite move- 
ment, but the summer promises to have 
plenty of excitement over the contest. 
Mr. Brackett and Mr. Crapo are the lead- 
ing candidates at present, and either of 
them would be satisfactory. Mr. Brack- 
ett has made a very satisfactory lieuten- 
ant governor, and has well earned the 
promotion, while Mr. Crapo would res- 
tore the governorship to tho old standard 
of ability and bo a worthy successor of 
such men as Robinson and Andrews. 


IIon. John W. Candler, congress- 
man from this district, is asked what 
must be some embarrassing questions, in 
a letter which is given in another col 
umn. Mr. Candler will doubtless bo re- 
minded of the old saying about the ques- 
tions which a certain style of man can 
ask, and the inability of a wise man to 
reply thereto. The questions are cer- 
tainly leading ones, as they have to deal 
with alleged quotations from Mr. Cand- 
ler’s former speeches, wherein he is re- 
ported to have said that the tariff was 
the greatest humbug of modern times. 
We doubt if Mr. Candler ever said this, 
and a denial or explanation from him is 
certainly in order. No one but an out 
and out free trader would hold such an 
opinion, much less give utterance to it 
at a public meeting. Unfortunately, Mr. 
Candler’s views on the tariff question are 
not known with certainty, as during the 
campaign his speeches related mainly to 
Southern Outrages, over which he was 
very indignant, and the tariff was only 
referred to incidentally. For the sake of 
the Republicans who voted for him he 
ought to answer this letter and define 
his present belief in regard to the tariff. 
With the narrow Republican majority in 
the House, Mr Candler’s vote becomes of 
great importance,^ 


The fact that Mr. Oberly, the trust 
worlliy commissioner of Indian affairs, 
was forceil to resign his office, has great- 
ly disappointed many in Newton, who 
had petitioned for his reappointment, as 
he had shown himself to be a very satis- 
factory official, and had endeavored to 
take the Indian bureau out of politics, 
and free it from the scandals which for 
so many years have been a disgrace to 
the nation. Every good citizen who had 
looked iuto our Indian policy at all, 
agreed upon tho necessity for a radical 
reform in our Indian policy, and the free- 
ing of the whole system from tho taint 
of the spoils system, which meant the 
appointment of agents merely for their 
political services, without regard to their 
fitness or character. Gen. Thomas J. 
Morgan, of Rhode Island, has been ap- 
pointed, and he is a veteran soldier with 
an excellent record, an educator aud an 
ardent Republican. It is to he hoped 
that he will carry on the work begun by 
Mr. Oberly. Although his appointment 
is the result of the spoils system, it may 
be that ho will oppose any further exten- 
sion of the system in his department, 
aud select men for the subordinate offices 
for some other reason then their politi- 
cal services. If he dots this, he will go 
a groat way towards convincing the peo- 
ple that he is the right man for the posi- 
tion. 


The Gamowell Ctmpauy of this city 
aud the Municipal Company of Boston, 
make au exhibition of their police sig- 
nal systems, Saturday ovening at City 
Hall. It seems like carrying coals to 
New Castle for the Gamcwoll Company 
to be required to make an exhibition 
here, where all of its best work has 
been manufactured for fifteen years or 
more, aud this system is in use in over 
300 cities and towns, while the other 
system is made by a Boston Company aud 
is only in use in Boston and Somerville. 
The police telegraph system of the 
Gamowell company is in operation in 
such cities as Washington, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, Buffalo, 
Rochester, New Haven, Hartford aud 
I many others. It is hardly to be suppos- 
ed that these cities would use it if it was 
not perfectly satisfactory. What is good 
I enough for them ought to be good enough 
for Newton, especially as tho Gamewell 
I company is a home concern. 


The obituary notices of tho legislature 
of 1880 could not have been very pleasant 
rending for the members, and so far they 
have all been unfavorable. Tho great 
troublo was tho lack of strong leaders, and 
ono party seemed to bo as badly off ns the 
other. Tho record mado will have a bad 
effect upon the Republican party this fall, 
unless moro than usual caro is taken in tho 
nominating conventions. Poor or oven 
indifferently good nominations mean 
certain defont, and tho men who have 
boon managing politics tho past few 
years, and who havo said so much about 
“young mon to tho front” should go to 
tho roar and allow men who aro strong, 
morally, politically and intellectually, to 
lead tho party in tho fall campaign. Wo 
havo had enough of solf-seoklng politi- 
cians and tho pooplo aro demanding a 
change. Thoy want men who aro fit to 
lead, and who have somotliing olso be- 
sides their desire for office to recommend 
them. There is a healthy public senti- 
ment in Massachusetts, as is evidenced 
by tho uttorances of all the Republican 
papers, and if success is desired this sen- 
timent must bo respected in making the 
nominations.

Newtonville Postofficc. 

The Newtonville postoflice has been 
greatly Improved within the past few days 
and is now one of the most convenient and 
well arranged government offices in the city. 
Work on the alterations was commenced at 
noon, Monday, and progressed rapidly, it 
being in readiness for business Thursday 
morning. The outfit was furnished by 
John McLane of Milford. N. H., who fitted 
up the postoffice at Newton, recently. The 
improvements were brought nbout through 
the persistent endeavors of PostmasterTur- 
ner. who has proved himself to be an ex- 
cellent public official, energetic in securing 
needed accommodations and necessnry con- 
veniences for the patrons of the office. lie 
commenced the agitation for the new fix- 
tures in July, 1888. In April of the present 
year the government decided to accept the 
proposition of ex-Governor Claflin, relative 
to a postofilce location and the office which 
had been occupied for several yenrs, situ- 
ated in Central Block, was leased for a 
term of five years, the lease dating from 
Jan. 1, 1880. In accordance with the terms 
of the lease the owner of the building was 
obligated to make the necessary repairs and 
alterations, supplying all the the new fix- 
tures required. The delivery ease is V- 
shnped and is constructed of ash, the deliv- 
ery window opening from a uoint in the ex- 
act centre. The woodwork is handsomely 
finished and substantial in every detaif. 
The ease is surmounted with panels of glass, 
extending to the ceiling, separating the 
business departments from the lobby re- 
served for the use of the public. The mon- 
ey order office, a neat apartment finished in 
ash, is entered from the left of the lobby 
and the postmaster’s office is entered from 
the right. The new fixtures include 102 
lock boxes and drawers, a dumping table, 
paper and letter rack, mailing table and 
case and two cabinet desks arranged for 
stamps and office supplies. In the arrange- 
ments and furnishings, convenience and 
comfort have been studied and the result is 
a thoroughly equipped and well arranged 
postoffice, meeting in everyway the require- 
ments of the community. 


A Terrible Death. 

Thomas Earle, twenty-three years o 
age, a teamster employed by John Joyce, 
contractor, was buried under a sand slide 
at Newtonville yesterday, and died from 
suffocation. Earle left Newton yesterday 
morning at 7 o’clock with his horse and 
cart, and went to the Pulsifer sand pit off 
Cabot street, in this ward, after a load of 
gravel. Ho failed to return after a reason- 
able length of time had elapsed and at noon 
he had not been heard from. Several of 
Joyce’s men then went to the pit in search 
of the missing man. Upon ariving at the 
place the horse was found buried up to his 
shoulders in a idle of gravel, and tue cart 
had been completely covered by the gravel 
from the steep embankment, which had 
given way. The horse was released and a 
large force of men dug persistently for sev- 
eral hours ami finally succeeded in recover- 
ing the body of the victim of the accident. 
Medical Examiner Mead was notified and 
viewed the remains, the body being subse- 
quently taken to the home of the deceased, 
who had resided on Thornton street. The 
sides of the sand pit where the accident oc- 
curred rise up to an altitude of about 40 feet 
in an almost perpendicular line. When the 
bank gave way an immense quantity of 
gravel fell into the open space below. As 
soon as word was received of the accident 
at police headquarters, several patrolmen, 
City Marshal Richard-on and ( apt. Davis 
repaired tu the scene and rendered the usu- 
al official assistance. 


—Mr. Albert S. Glover read a paper on 
water works records before the annual 
meeting of the X. E. Water Works associa- 
tion at Fall River, Thursday. He was also 
elected junior editor of the association. 

—.Samuel Barnard has negotiated a lease 
of Theo. A. Fleu’s house to Richard Rowe 
of Boston, for the summer, and of Mrs. 
Stewart’s house on Hillside avenue to Geo. 
W. Xewhall, cashier of the Hamilton bank, 
Boston, for 3 years. 

—Invitations have been issued by tho 
school committee to all the teachers in tho 
public schools, for a social meeting to be 
held June l'.ith, in the parlors of tho Uni- 
tarian church, West Newton. This is the 
first meeting of this nature that has been

The 
thing which has transformed the world 
and made il tlieistic instead of atheistic 
or pantheistic is the influence which lias 
come front tho life and teachings of Je- 
sus, whether consciously or unconscious- 
ly. and it is still going forth.

The treasurer’s report showed the fol- 
lowing receipts since the March mceliug:

bank balances $29.73: the gross receipts

The total cost of the Leeson Memo- 
rial ward aud furnishings, including the 
balcony and awning which have recently 
been added, and some additional furni- 
ture which lias not yet been procured, and 
the architect’s lees, $250, which have 
been donated by Mr. Wentworth, is es- 
timated at $0,240.72. Mr. Leeson had 
previously paid bis subscription for this 
purpose of 80,000, and has now sent his 
check to the Treasurer for $240.72, thus 
defiaying the total cost of the ward and 
furniture.

Newton anti the Tariff. 

To the Secretary: 

After reading o»o of the thoughtful 
and suggestive articles that appear in the 
Tariff Reform Column of the Graphic, 
it occurs to mo to ask your elub to make 
a practical application of its plausible 
theories right here in Newton among the 
personal interests and chosen homes of 
the members of the club. If their argu- 
ments can endure a practical home test, 
it would ho good evidence of their value 
for tho country at large. But if they fail 
for Newton, they surely would be worth- 
less for the nation, as there are few 
cities in tho country whoso prosperity is 
not more dependent on manufacturing 
Jdian Newton. Small as are our interests 
in this direction, wo nevertheless manu- 
facture in great quantities Silks, Cot- 
tons, Worsted Stull's, Fancy Cordage, 
Paper, Machinery, and Fire and Police 
Alarm Apparatus. Tho exact iigures of 
« theso enterprises are not necessary for 
our purpose but it is evidently giving 
your club the advantage of the argument 
to call tho total value of their plants 
$1,000,000 and the number of workmen 
employed in them 1000. Now all of 
these manufactures are protected, some 
of them very highly, and any considera- 
ble reduction of t lie Tariff must inevi- 
tably cripple them so that general decay 
would set in, and, befoie many years 
empty and silent shops would stand in 
tho place of thriving industries. As a 
necessary result 1000 workmen with 
their families (say 3000 in all) would bo 
driven elsewhere for work, and tho city 
would lose one-seventh of its population. 
The City Treasury also would sutler by 
tho loss of $15,000 in taxes, tho deduction 
of which sum from the expenditures of 
tho highway department or of ihe public 
schools would compel mi welcome deteri- 
oration. 

The question is, aro tho Tariff Reform- 
ers of Newton ready to see tho City of 
their homes thus crippled for tho sake 
of any theory, however U gioal it may ap- 
pear on paper. The club will confer a 
favor on many readers if, in answering 
this question, it will avoid deep disqui- 
sitions on Political Economy which not 
ono in ten thousand understands mid 
upon which no two writers agree, and 
selecting a concrete example like the 
Nonantmn Worsted Company, o Otis 
Puttee’s Machine Shop, will tell us how 
theso concern can sell their products for 
20 per cent less than present values and 
continue to exist. Newton 


Newton and the World. 

Wo have printed tho above communi- 
cation in full though it may be some 
weeks before wo can reply to tho last 
demand, and show “how these concerns 
can sell their products” for less ‘ ‘than 
present values, and ccntiuuo to exist.” 
Wo will pass over to-day tho assumption 
“that any considerable reduction of tho 
Tariff must inevitably cripple” the in- 
dustries of Newton, and meet face to 
face the inquiry: “Aro tho Tariff Uo- 
formers of Newton ready to soo tho city 
of their homes crippled for the sake of a 
theory?” Yes, unequivocally! The Tariff 
Reformers tiro ready to look a little be- 
yond their own door stops. Wo do not 
deny that a reduction of tho Tariff may 
injure some industries; we doubt not 
that many enterprises born of tho Tariff 
must with the Tariff die. It does not re- 
quire very great breadth of mind to un- 
stand that measures of advantage to the 
State might be hurtful to our owu city. 
An economic policy of most benefit to the 
United States might affect injuriously 
tho industries of Massachusetts. Logic 
suggests a still wider comparison, and 
tho true Tariff Reformer will not hesitate 
to become a Citizen of tho World, and to 
say, “Homo sum; humani nihil a mu 
alienum puto.” But in saying that lie is 
still loyal to his home, his stute, and his 
couutry, tho greater patriotism bus 
grown out of the less and must include 
it. Anything that tends to help the in- 
creasing purpose of the ages must in tho 
end help each one of us. 

Free intercourse between tho nations 
ot the earth would make for the de- 
velopment of liner typos of manhood— 
there is ground enough for a reform of a 
Tariff. But when wo further consider 
that not ouly our own country hut our 
owu state must leap great advantages 
from such a reform, the part that New- 
ton plays is seen to be a small one. 

It was for a theory only that Massa- 
chusetts let her lields lie fallow from 
1775 to 178.’!; it was fora theory only that 
her counting rooms were vacant and |tho 
spindles idle in 1801; and fora theory 


only rIio will give snob nacrilieo as shall 
he needed in 1889. Wo may ho mistaken, 
wo may ho fanatic, but we bollovo in tho 
truth and justioo of our cattRO ami shall 
appeal to no Hellish interest, no sectional 
prejudice, no party passion, to maintain 
It. It was our purpose) to present to our 
roaders studies of Newton’s industries. 
The letter quoted abovo confirms our 
resolution, and wo hope to show our in- 
quirer how each of our mills and facto- 
ries is affected by the present Tariff, and 
what good or ill would como to It 
through a Reform Bill. But wo shall 
not aHk help in our work simply because 
Tariff Reform will enrich Newton, nor 
should we hesitate to ask it on the 
ground that the Nonant urn Worsted 
Mills or Otis I’ottee’s Machine Shop 
might bo crippled. 

Some Questions Started by the Flood 
in Pennsylvania. 

In every great calamity that involves 
suffering and loss of life there are two 
questions which aro very likely to be 
asked : — 

First, is it a judgement? 

Second, is such suffering compatible 
with tho divine goodness? 

No doubt there are many persons who 
are in perplexity today how to regard 
this dreadful disaster by, which so many 
lives were lost and by which so many sur- 
vivors have been brought into sorrow 
that will be life long for want of them. 

Is this a judgment? 

Certainly not in the seuso in which 
some people think of tho visitation of 
punishment. Our Lord corrected the 
tendency which some in Ills day showed 
towards regarding every calamity as a di- 
rect judgment from the hands of the Al- 
mighty by asking, "Suppose ye ti nt 
those 18 upon whom the tower in Silonm 
fell were sinners abovo all that dwelt in 
Jerusalem? 

The motive of the book of Job is to 
show that suffering and privation may 
have other purposes than punishment. 

Wo must dismiss then from our minds 
tho thought that Deity is ever interpos- 
ing by some sudden and unexpected way 
for the punishniontof offenders — as if lie 
were an angry sovereign waiting to hurl 
His thunderbolts of wrath at the guilty. 
The present life does not exhibit an ex- 
act system of rewards and punishments. 

But there is a sense in which God is a 
God of judgment. 

There are great natural laws which 
cannot bo violated with impunity. 

Punishment inevitably follows tho of- 
fence, either directly or indirectly. 

No otic can study the causes of this ca- 
lamity without seeing that hero is one 
result of tiio denudation of the forests 
in Pennsylvania. It is bewildering to try 
to count up the millions of feet of timber 
cut every year in that section. A forest 
once cut down requires many years for 
its renewal. 

The whole condition of the surface 
soil has been changed by stripping the 
laud of its trees, for whereas the pres- 
ence of the trees once made spongy re- 
ceptacles for tho rainfall, their absence 
permits the rapid drying up of the sur- 
face, and, worse than all, the swift mov- 
ing of waters over their surface instead of 
absorbing them. 

Everybody knows by this time that tho 
destruction of the forests means Hoods 
and freshets. There is no telling where 
the next one will como, but every place 
is in more or less danger. 

The execution of the law of nature is 
inevitable, whatever may be tho delay. 

Then again, if for any purpose a body 
of water is banked up at an elevation 
higher than the houses of the people liv- 
ing below, and the banking uu is weak, 
there comes a time wheu the law of pres- j 
sure, which is a form of tho law ot grtiv- I 
ity, will bring it down. Everybody 
knows that too. 

Wo cannot expect Deity to suspend the 
law of gravity to satisfy the cupidity or j 
Lite stupidity of engineers ami lishing ; 
clubs. 

It is very sad that innocent human j 
lives are involved in the consequent skit- 
tering. but our care for the innocent j 
should had us to study all the more , 
closely tho laws which Deity has appoint- ! 
ed. The goodness of God canuot tie im- i 
pugned because He executes the laws 
winch He has impressed upon 1 1 is uni- 
vors . Nor can if be impugned because 
the sadness and suffering which result 
from such a calamity are so great. 

It this lifo were ali it would be a seri- l 
ous rolled ion upon t tie goodness of God ! 
tluu two thirds of all who aro bout never 
reach years of maturity. 

Why is life given if not to attain hero 
the fullness ot its powers? 

Lite is to ho regarded as a boon un- 
der all circumstances, so that everv one 
must thank God lor his own creation, I 
but the sphere in which lifo is to he lived 
cannot surely be only this visible world. 
There must bo something else. If tneio 
be something else, then the length of our 
present stage ot being is comparatively 
au unimportant matter. It is only a 
point over which wo pass in transit to 
that which is eternal. 

It surely cannot make much difference 
whether ono die either at 70 or at 50 years 
of age, if tho man have conformed him- 
self to the will of his Lord. And thus, 
so far as we know, any earlier period 
may bo equally favorable for this en- 
trance into the unchanging existence. 

In other words wo are not to regard ! 
death to a man prepared for it as a cal- ! 
amity, come when it will. It may he a 
calamity to others, but not to him if lie is 
ready to go. 

Nothing is more needed than the urg- 
ing of people to bo prepared for death, 
and nothing more accordant with sound 
reason than that we all mutt so !ivo that 
tho cull to depart shall neier bo unex- 
pected. It is when men live in a condi- 
tion of unprenaration for the great 
change, when they are living only for 
the piesont, that it becomes a calamity 
to die 

It must also bo remembered that al- 
though we may not become the victims 
of a disaster so great as that which swept 
down that valley in Pennsylvania, each 
individual is exposed every day to perils 
great enough to make him see how slen- 
der is the thread of existence. 

Says Jeremy Taylor, “To preserve a 
man alive in the midst of so many chanc- 
es uiid hostilities is as great a miracle as 
to create him.” 

"Death meets us everywhere, and is 
procured by every instrument and in alt 
chances, and enters in at many doors.” 

Every lellccting person must see that 
ho holds his lease of life hero upon a 
very precarious tenure, and that he must 
be ready to give it up at any moment. 

So far as tho suffering of survivors is 
concerned, while it may bo extreme and 
while there may bo no solace that is ade- 
quate, wo must not forget tho gruud 
spectacle of myriads of hands stretched 


out in human sympathy to do all that 
man can do to afford relief and comfort. 

Tho whole land in better for this dread- 
ful calamity, for nil our people seem 
more closely knit together in the bonds 
of brotherhood. It is one of the eviden- 
ces of the growth of Christianity in the 
world that when suffering conics there is 
the springing up of people of all kinds to 
help the sufferers. It would have been a 
calamity worse than the freshet itself if 
there had not been this splendid exhibi- 
tion of kindness. The very hour the news 
reached our great cities physicians, nurs 
es. tho red cross society and others made 
reaily to relieve the needy. 

In somo instances our church buildings 
were turned at once into workshops to 
clothe tho nakod. The tide of Christian 
sympathy rises higher and higher, and 
this great calamity marks the nearer com- 
ing of His reign whose mission is to 
make all men brothers. G. W. S.

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The Metropolitan Drainage bill, pass- 
ed by the last legislature, provides for 
some very important work, and tho three 
commissioners to bo appointed under it 
will have the expending of some five mil- 
lion dollars, and also tho apportionment 
of the expense among the cities and 
towns to be beneflttcd. The commission- 
ers will be paid #3,000 a year each and 
tho act also provides for a twenty-year 
3 per cent loan. There are to be two 
systems, one embracing Newton, Brigh- 
ton, Brookline, Waltham and Watertown, 
empty into the Boston system, and the 
other draining C ambridge, Charlestown, 
Chelsea, Winchester, Woburn, Melrose, 
Medford. Belmont, Arlington, Stonebam, 
Malden, Everett, Somerville, East Bos- 
ton and Winthrop, by means of an inter- 
cepting sower, emptying off Deer island. 
Tho region affected by the bill embraces 
one-sixth of the population of the state, 
and the question has been discussed for 
many years. It will prove of immense 
benefit to Newton, where the need of 
some system of sewerage in the moro 
thickly settled villages has been long 
confessed. With a good system of sew- 
erage there will bo no limit to the 
growth of the city.

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

There has been a good deal of discus- 
sussion about the High School and the 
class of pupils who attend, and whether 
it was patronized by all the citizens, or 
only by those who could afford to send 
their children to private schools, and also 
as to what villages sent the most pupils. 
To solve some of the questions raised, 
we give today a full list of the pupils at 
the High School, arranged by classes, 
with the names of parents and their res- 
idences. In the absence of any regular 
catalogue, it has taken a good deal of la- 
bor to arrange the names, and we are 
under obligations to Head Master Good- 
win, and several of the teachers and pu- 
pils of the school, for assistance in the 
wo rk. 

The length of the list certainly shows 
that the High School is appreciated by 
the people of Newton, and that its advan- 
tages are availed of by citizens generally. 
It is the most expensive portion of our 
school system, but good things are gen- 
erally expensive, and if the work is well 
and thoroughly done, the cost will not 
be regretted. 

The school has more pupils than many 
colleges, and the course of study covers 
quite as much ground as that offered by 
the smaller colleges. When high schools 
were first started in Massachusetts they 
were quite modest affairs, but with the 
advance in educational matters, they 
have grown and expanded into propor- 
tions that the projectors of the system 
never dreamed of. 

The question is often asked whether our 
higher public schools are fulfilling their 
mission of preparing pupils for the bat- 
tle of life, whether high school graduates 
are better fitted to earn their living, to 
consider the case from a bare utilitarian 
standpoint, better fitted to compel suc- 
cess, than pupils who stop with the 
grammar school and enter at ouce into 
business. The great majority of pupils, 
although this is not so true in Newton 
as in most towns, have to make their 
own way iu the world. The question is 
does the c turse of study fit them for 
this, or do they have to begin on the 
same level wi»h those who left school 
several years earlier? The present 
course of study in our schools is certain- 
ly not practical, but how to make it so 
is something which is puzzliug the edu- 
cators of the country. We see tentative 
• efforts to provide a remedy, here and 
there, by adding classes in industrial 
training to the already overcrowded cur- 
riculum, but whether the whole system 
should not be overhauled, is a question 
that is troubling many who once took 
it for granted that our school system 
was the best iu the world. 


The Boston Record announces that 
Mr. A. E. Pillsbury wants to bo attorney 
general, and that his friends are going to 
make a fight for him, There is no evi- 
dent reason why Mr. Pillsbury should 
take Attorney General Waterman’s place 
if the latter is willing to accept another 
term. Wo do not think that even the 
Record will claim that Mr. Pillsbury is a 
more able lawyer, or would give greater 
strength to the ticket. Mr. Watermau 
has shown himself to be a safe and con- 
servative official and has made many 
friends whose votes will be needed this 
fall, and which Mr. Pillsbury would not 
get. The policy of placing “young men 
to the front” lias not proved a very pro- 
fitable one for the party, and it would be 
wiser for such young men as Mr. Pills- 
bury to restrain their aspirations for 
office, and allow the real leaders of the 
party to be placed in command this fall. 
In an off year, when the result is uncer- 
tain, only such men should be nominated 
as would add to the popularity of the 
ticket. 


The commencement exercises at Las- 
ell take up considerable space in the 
Graphic this week, and it is only the 
truth to say that Lasell is growing in 
reputatiou and popularity, and is a 
school in which Newton justly takes a 
good deal of pride.

Bogus Baking Powder Tests. 

Rather ingenious but not less fraud- 
ulent are the pretended tests of baking 
powder being made in many of our 
kitchens by agents who are trying to 
further the sale of a Chicago article. 
These so called tests consist iu mixing 
separately, with water, a sample of the 
baking powder found in the house and 
of that, carried by the agent. From that 
found in the house, if a pure article, the 
bubbles of gas will rise and burst on 
top like those on a glass of champagne. 
The Chicago baking powder which they 
carry, when mixed with water, will show 
an extra froth upon the top of the mix- 
ture which is claimed as evidence of su- 
periority. On the contrary, however, 
it is not only the exhibition of a tHclr, 
but is absolute proof that the baking 
powder which so acts is adulterated. 
The chemists have ascertained that the 
adulterant used is a chemical added for 
the express purpose of producing this 
action and deceiving housekeepers as to 
the true value of the baking powder. 
This is not only a dishonest trick, but a 
dirty one, for the chemical is the product 
of the filthy refuse of the slaughtei 
I house, and if this baking powder is used 
in the preparation of food passes into 
the biscuit or cake without change. Of 
course, any statements made in refer- 
ence to other baking powders, by parties 
caught in practising such tricks as these 
for the purpose of deceiving the public, 
will be entitled to no credit.

THE OH A DP ATI NO EXERCISES, PRIZE 
DltttL, RECEPTION, ETC. 

Commencement week at Lasell lias 
drawn many visitors to Auburndale this 
week, and tho various events liavo been 
largely attended. Tho report of tho 
baccalaureate sermon will bo found on 
the second page and tho other events are 
described below. 

COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES. 

At the Congregational church, Auburn- 
dale, Tuesday morning, the exercises of 
tho graduating class wore hold.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

West Notion Solid Against Hip Alms- 
house Location.

Monday evening’s session of the city 
government was the most exciting meet- 
ing held for a long time. The public 
hearing over the Almshouse location was 
crowded with West Newton citizens, and 
an exciting debate upon the Tolico Sig- 
nal System continued tho moeting of the 
aldermen until after one o’clock. 

TIIF. HEOUI.AU BUSINESS. 

Tho board of aldermon was twenty 
minutes late in beginning, but all the 
members wore prosent and Mayor Burr 
presided. The first business was a hear- 
ing to R. J. McAdoo on his petition 
for licenso to build a stablo on Otis 
stroet, near Otis Place. Mr. McAdoo 
explained tho location and said the sta- 
ble was to be used for his express teams, 
and that five horses would be kept there. 

Mr. Geo. L. Keyes said that he had 
signed the remonstrance, as so many 
horses would be a nuisance there and 
tho stable would depreciate the value of 
property. He was building a double 
house there, and it would interfere with 
renting the house. 

Mr. Geo. R. Pulsifer also appeared in 
remonstrance, as tho stable would injure 
two houses thoro in which ho was inter- 
ested. However carefully such a stable 
was kept it would bo more or less dam 
age to the surrounding property. 

Judge Slocum appeared for Mr. 
McAdoo and said his lot was 90 by 150 
feet, and that to carry on his business it 
was necessary to keep teams. He now 
hired a stable but his lease was nearly 
out, and there would be no great risk 
from fire as the underwriters had assur- 
ed him they would not iucreaso the risk 
on the surrounding property. It was 
near the corner of Murray street, and 
this was a good ways out of the village. 
He noticed Mr. Kingsbury was one of 
the remonstrants but ho had just built a 
stable on his lot. 

Mr. Keyes said that if Mr. McAdoo was 
to build a private stable, like Mr. Kings 
burv’s, no one would think of objecting. 
The hearing was then closed. 

ANOTnEIl STABLE. 

Mr. J. F. Makee appeared in behalf of 
his petition to build a carriage shed on 
the Robinson place, Pelham street, New 
tou Centre. He had a stable on the 
street for eleven years, and wished to 
mwve it to the next lot. 

Alderman Uarbach stated that Miss 
White objected, as her house was within 
ten feet of the proposed stable. 

Mr. Makee said the present stable was 
within two teet of Miss White’s house, 
and she would be better off if it was 
moved. 

Alderman narbach said that Miss 
White had two houses there, and the one 
she rented would bo damaged by the pro- 
posed stables, she thought. No one else 
appealed and tho hearing was closed. 
The license was granted. 

Charles W. Florence and Rufus Kendall 
was appointed special policeman without 
pay at the SecondCongregationalChurch. 

George F. Sanders was appointed hose- 
man of No. 2 Hose, to fill vacancy. 

THE WEST NEWTON ALMSHOUSE HEARING. 

A joint convention was tiieu held to 
hear the remonstrants against locating 
the almshouse on the Kelly land, Cherry 
street, Hon. Charles Robinson appearing 
for the remonstrants. Tho hearing lasted 
about two hours and the Council Cham- 
bers were crowded, several ladies being 
among the spectators. 

Alderman Tolraan presented a second 
remonstrance, signed by E. M. Hall, 
Samuel Barnard and some forty others. 

Mr. Robinson said that the proposed 
location was in close proximity to val- 
uable estates and in full sight of the 
surrouuding country. It would be det- 
rimental to all of West Newton, and too 
near the City Hall, and a thickly settled 
neighborhood. The lot was too small 
for an almshouse, and he was surprised 
that such a lot was selected, it would 
be less objectionable where it was now. 
He then called up the remonstrants. 

Mr. George B. Wilbor said lie lived on 
Waltham street, t.ud the almshouse 
would lessen the value of his property. 
He was surprised that so coospiolous a 
location was selected, near so many 
people. Public opinion was such that 
no one wanted to live near an almshouse. 
Over in Waban, people w ho had lived by 
tho Biigliton slaughter house, came 
there, and then wanted the almshouse 
moved, lie thought a better place 
could be found if the almshouse was to 
be moved. 

Mr. Vernon E. Carpenter said the lo- 
cation was w ithin 1-8 of a mile of his 
place, and lie could not look out of bis 
west win lo s with »ut seeing it. It 
-would a- t be a pleasant sight and would 
make the neighborhood unpopular, and 
.lessen the value of property in the whole 
village. There was ten times the amount 
of t; \ Vile property within 1-2 mile of the 
locaii >m t!i in where the almshouse is 
Mow. The almshouse ought to he located 
on farming laud, where the price was 

Councilman Hyde asked if land worth 
from 5 to 10 cents a foot was farming 
land. 

Air. Carpenter said that there were 
thousands of acres in the city which 
eould be bought for 1 cent a loot, lie 
did not blame Waban people for wishing 
the almshouse moved, be should want it 
moved if be owned property there. 

Alderman Childs asked if he could sug- 
gest a place w here there would be less 
objection. 

Mr. Carpenter said this was a delicate 
matter ami the busiuess belonged to the 
city couueil. 

Alderman Puttee asked if Mr. Carpen- 
ter thought it was for the interest of the 
city to keep land worth 5 cents a foot. 

Mr. Carpenter said he slionld keep it 
till we could do better. There are 30 
people in the almshouse on an average 
an 1 20 to 30 acres were needed. There 
was plenty of farming laud midway be- 
tween the villages. 

Mr. N. I). Moody, keeper of the alms- 
house for tho past 11 years, was next 
called, aud said there were 40 acres now.

Notice was given that Messrs. Sully &

avenue a house that encroached on street 
and the case was referred to City Solicit- 


age not cost of the inmates was $0 per 
month. , , 

Mr. T. B. Fitz said-lie signed the re- 
monstrance becauso tho almshouse 
would hurt property ou his side of the 
village. The location was too limited, 
also. In Waltham they were thinking 
of buying a larger place, and as Newton 
grew, more accommodations would bo 
noeded. The chief reason for tho re- 
moval was that the present location was 
in a district where people were well off, 
and it was proposed to removo it to a 
district where Irish people lived. He 
objected on the ground of fair play and 

i ustice. If it was the only placo suita- 
»le he would say nothing, but there were 
plenty of other places. 

Mayor Burr objected strongly to Mr. 

Fitz assuming that the committeo were 
actuated by any such motive. They 
chose the land because it was cheap, and 
for that reason only. 

Mr. Fitz said land had been sold in 
that neighborhood for from 20 to 25 couts 
a foot, which lie did not think was 
cheap. 

Mayor Burr asked what offers Mr. 

Kelly bad received for his land. 

Mr. Carpenter said he bad offered 
$4,000 for it. 

Councilman Hyde said Mr. Kolly bad 
been trying to sell for two or more 
years. 

Alderman Pettee thought it was ie- 
markable that six acres of land on Cher- 
ry street, in such a high, attractive and 
desirable neighborhood, salubrious and 
healthful, within so short a distance of 
City Hall, should be valued by near 
neighbors who overlooked it, at only

Mr. Henry A. Gaines of Waltham 
street said be bad 3 aures on Cuerry 
stieet, and bis estate was assessed for 
$40,000. If the almshouse was located 
there he would be glad to sell at a 40 
per cent reduction. 

Mr. Hatfield said lie had paid $7,000 
for his place on Cherry street, nearly op- 
posite the Kelly land, but if the alms- 
house was located there he would be 
glad to sell for $5,000. He bad heard 
that Mr. Kelly had refused $5,000 within 
two years. 

Mr. Edward P, Bond of Elm street 
said the presence ot the almshouse 
would injure the whole neighborhood, 
but his great reasons were that the in- 
mates would be exposed to constant 
temptation, in the midst of a thickly-set- 
tled neighborhood, where according to 
the police records, there were many 
kitchen bar-rooms in the vicinity, and it 
was not right to expose the inmates to 
such temptation. 

Alderman Childs suggested that the 
inmates were not allowed to roam at 
large. 

Councilman Wiswall asked the value of 
land in Mr. Bond’s neighborhood. Mr. 

Bond replied that he thought tho aver- 
age value was 10 cents. 

Mr. Wiswall asked if some had not 
beeu sold for less; Mr. Boud said yes, 
since the talk about locating the alms- 
house there. Mr. Wiswall said that 
some of the Allen land was sold for 7 3-4 
cents before the location was over 
thought of. 

Mr McDonald saul he owned 24 acres on 
Cherry street, corner of Derby. The 
almshouse would injure his property 
and no one wanted it there* 

Mr. E. W. Wood, said there was no 
difficulty in finding a location more suit- 
able and for less money. He thought 
these who had bought property in this 
vicinity should he protected rather than 
those who had bought property in the 
vicinity of the almshouse, knowing it 
was there. 

Councilman Hyde asked about the 
old residents in Waban, who had bought 
before the almshouse was located there, 
havn’t they had about enough? 

Mayor Burr said a committee compris- 
ing one third of the city council spent 
three months in looking for a site, and 
they recommended this as the best. If 
it was not the best he thought it was the 
duty of Mr. Wood to show them a bet- 
ter. 

Mr. Wood said it would not bo for the 
city’s interest to advertise the place be- 
forehand. 

Mr. L. G. Pratt said he was surprised 
that a district in Ward three was select- 
ed when there were thousands of acres 
more suitable. 

Mr. C. F. Eddy said the proposed lot 
| was too small, the number of inmates 
may double, and then more land would 
I be needed, 

Mr. Robinson said that Edward Flem- 
ing thought it would damage his prop- 
erty 25 per cent. Mr. Geo. Cook and 
others thought the same. 

Mr. Harry Mason appeared for Waban, 
and said they did not wish to force the , Aiaor man UhilUs saiii 
almshouse on any one, hut it was a ques- tate to votc to , ivo tho 
tion of dollars and cents, aud whether 
the almshouse was of mure injury where 
it was or in the location selected. Laud 
in Waban was selling at 10 cents a foot. 

In Waban much money was being ex- 
pended and in three years the valuation 
of that section would probably be in- 
creased 3-4ths of a million. 

In Cherry street the character was 
fixed and the presence of the almshouse 
would not change it. Waban people 
were convinced that the almshouse 
should not remain there, and its pres- 
ence would do more damage than on 
Cherry street. 

Mr. Robinson and Mr. Samuel llano 
then had a discussion about the price 
Mr. llano paid for tho 150 acres he 
bought last year in Waban. lie said he 
expected to lay out $100,000 there. 

Mr. W. Strong said he had lived by 
the almshouse for 14 years and he had 
not found it a nuisance, and lie wished 
to disabuse people of the idea that it 
was disagreeable. He had lived two 
miles from the abattoir in Brighton, be- 
fore moving to Waban, instead of by the 
side of it. Thu almshouse occupied vul 


SEWERAGE. 

Alderman Chadwick reported on that 
part of tho Mayor’s message relating to 
sewerage, that tho passage of the Metro- 
politan sewerage bill had settled the 
question of sewage disposal, and that it 
was necessary to have plans carefully 
made for a sewerage system, for both 
house and surface drainage, and an order 
was passed authorizing the committeo to 
expend $3,000 for additional surveys, 
plans and designs, the plans to be sub- 
mitted as soon as possible. 

Orders were passed appropriating $1500 
for draining Waverly avenue, corner of 
Sargent street, and $4000 for widening, 
deepening and covering Hyde or Lemon 
brook. 

NO VACATION SCHOOL. 

The order appropiating $1500 for vaca- 
tion school at Auburndale was voted 
down, Alderman Pettee thinking it un- 
just for the rest of the city to establish a 
school in oue section and not iu all, and 
saying that ho was afraid such a school 
would interfere with the children's visits 
to the mountains and sea shore, and with 
their ball games on the extensive grounds 
the city was to provide. Messrs. Pettee, 
Uarbach, Childs and Johnson voted no. 

Orders wero passed appropriating 
$1500, for cellars and foundation for re- 
moval of the Clafiin school building; for 
the Mayor to display the national colors 
and have the bells rung on the 4th; ap- 
propriating $500 for trimming shade 
trees about the city; granting use of City 
hall to High school alumni, June 20th, 
and to school committee June 29th: 
voting $150 for clerical assistance in of- 
fice of City Treasurer; $3,379 for laying 
water mains; $500 for horse, wagon and 
harness for the water department. 

A communication from the Board of 
Health recommended needed sanitary im- 
provements in engine house 2; referred 
to Public Property committee. 

THE POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 

About midnight the police signal sys- 
tem was reached, and considerable inter- 
est was felt, as the committee had been 
careful not to divulge the nature of their 
report. 

Aldermau Johnson said tho police 
committee had received three bids, $1700 
for the Davis system, $4800 for the Game- 
well system, and $5,880.89 for the Wilson 
Municipal system. They had takon much 
time to look through the matter thor- 
oughly aud impaitially, and they recom- 
mended the adoption of the Municipal 
system, which they felt would be best 
for the city and they presented an order 
to that effect. 

Alderman Childs called for the loading 
of the bids of the two companies, and 
they were read. 

Alderman Chadwick presented a com- 
munication from citizens and tax-payers 
interested in tho Gamewoll company, 
Moses G. Crane, Otis G. Pettee and 
others, and asking to be heard by the 
Council, as the committee had failed to 
give them an opportunity to place facts 
and figures before them, and they be- 
lieved that tiie company had been mis- 
represented. Mr. Chadwick said ho at- 
tended the exhibition given in City hall, 
and looked over the two systems as care- 
fully and thoroughly as he know’ how, 
and lie failed to see why tho Gamewell 
system w as not equal to any other. He 
thought a hearing wmuld enable the 
Council to vote intelligently, as now 
things were all iu tl.e dark. * All things 
being equal, he thought tho contract 
should be given to the Newton company. 

Alderman Johnsou said he took ex- 
ception to the statement made in the 
communication. The Gamewell com- 
pany had every opportunity given them. 
Alderman Childs said hi should hesi- 
givo tho contract to a 
company which had been only two years 
in existence against a corporation that 
had been twenty-five years, and whose 
pay roll in Newton last year was $95,000. 
He wanted to come t* » the exhibition hut 
he was informed that it was only for the 
police committee. He thought the coun- 
cil should go slowly till they could in- 
vestigate. He had examined both sys- 
tems at his own expense, but the lower 
branch hud no member on the commit- 
tee, and they should know something 
about it before voting. One system was 
, used in only 2 cities, the oilier iu 35 
i cities and towns, tho work of one hud 
never been excelled, but a tremendous 
effort had been made to undermine them, 
and misrepresentation had been resorted 
to. He thought the committee was hon- 
est iu their recommendation, but he 
thought the other 19 members of the 
council should have been invited to the 
J exhibition. Ho favored fair play and an 
intelligent vote, and the members should 
have a chance to tiiul out what system . 
1 was the best before voting. 

Alderman Kennedy said he was not 
surprised at tho opposition, but he was 


only for the committeo. The New York 
system is not tho one tho company 
showed here. For tho past three months 
we have given the major portion of our 
time to the Gamewoll system. A public 
hearing would ho nonciisiorl, whore tho 
system is working within reach of us. I 
suppose wo will he criticised and told 
there is something wrong, but wo havo 
been working for tho best interests of 
the city. 

Alderman Childs referred to tho last 
spoakor as a second Daniel come to 
judge— incut. Ho know something of 
tho inside history of tho matter. Last 
October, when ho was a momhor of tho 
fiuanco committeo, a recommendation 
carno from tho police committee for the 
appropriation of money for the Wilson 
system before tho matter was over inves- 
tigated. As such an ordor could not not 
pass tho financo committee, it was 
changed, and a police signal system was 
recommended. This committeo have 
beon at work six .non tbs. They visited 
Boston and say tho Gamewell system is 
not working satisfactorily in Brookline 
and Lynn. I have the report of tho 
Brookline chief of police of 1888, strong- 
ly endorsing tho Gamewell system, and 
i havo a letter from tho chief, with a 
stronger endorsement still. There is no 
haste, we havo waited six months, and 
can wait a week or two longor. I did 
not hint that the committee received a 
quid pro quo, as I know they are not 
purchasable men. The City Marshall 
has always been enthusiastic for the Wil- 
son system, and ho probably argues that 
he has looked into this and knows about 
it, and 30 ho recommends it. I would 
favor what 1 understood. It is said that 
all the policemen favor it; they are in 
sympathy with the chief and ought to be 
discharged if they are not. When tho 
proper time comes l will tell what I 
know of tho way tho system was put 
through in Boston. I can tell where tho 
company has a lot of unsatisfactory 
work, which they want to foist on New- 
ton, because they cau’t sell it to any oue 
else. The police commissioners of Bos- 
ton for some reason feel compelled to 
holster up this corporation. 

Alderman Kennedy said that the com- 
mittee did not misrepresent the Game- 
woll company; if tho Ward Ono aider- 
man has got all this information, what 
does lie want further light for. Somer- 
ville, a city like Newton, is satisfied 
with the system. 

Alderman Childs replied that the 
Ward Seven alderman talked like a law- 
yer anxious to win his case, and not like 
a representative of the city. 

Alderman Kennedy said the police 
committee had not imfortuned any one 
to vote for their recommendations. The 
City Marshall and committeo want the 
best system * 

Alderman Chadwick said it was get- 
ting to be to-morrow, and the police 
committee should not take offense if 
their recommendations were not adopted, 
Other committees had suffered the same 
tiling and had lived through it, even al- 
ter their veiws had boon set aside. lie 
moved to lay the matter on the table. 

Alderman Kennedy charged that there 
was another motive thnt lay behind the 
motion lor delay . 

Alderman Chadwick said there was no 
other motive but a desire to get the best. 

Alderman Pettee said tho hour was 
late and lam far from home, (1 a. m.) 
As tho order involves thousands of dol- 
lars, and I have not studied the matter 
caret ully 1 should not know how to vote. 

Aldermau Childs moved that a hearing 
he granted to both companies next Mon- 
!.iy evening, and that they be requested 
to exhibit the workings of their system. 
The alderman from Ward 7 should not 
be so ready to question tho motives of 
others, his motives had not been quest- 
ioned. lie did not believe in railroading 
the matter through, the whole thing 
won’t he lost if we take time to consider. 

Alderman Kennedy said that he was 
not trying to railroad it through, and if 
anyone wanted delay for looking into the 
matter he would not oppose it, if that 
was the reason and they were honest in 
doing it. 

Alderman Childs said ho did not be- 
lieve in making charges of misrepresen- 
tation against gentlemen who were 
hound by the rules of the board tc sit 
quietly by and hear it. It was nu out- 
rage on decency to attack the character 
or integrity of one of the most houest 
and upright citizens of Newton, and 
charge him with misrepresentation. 

Alderman Johnsou said he stood by 
that statement, and Mayor Burr said thp 
same. 

Aldermau Childs spoke of the fuiaucial 
standing of the two companies. 

Alderman Pettee asked how much 
more the Wilson Company gave for the 
extra thousand dollars. 

Aldermau Kennedy said ho could not 
tell exactly but the bid would show. 

Aldermau’s Childs motion was then 
passed, for a hearing next Monday 
evening at 7.15, and the board adjourned.

FIRE AT WEST NEWTON. 


ST. BERNARD’S CATHOLIC CHURCH ALMOST 
TOTALLY DESTROYED. 

St. Bernard’s Catholic church of which 
Rev. Lawrence J. O’Toole is tho pastor, 
situated on the corner of Washington and 
Prospect streets, West Newton, was al- 
most totally destroyed by lire Sunday 
evening, little being left of the building 
above the basement but the brick walls 
which alone remained standing. The fire 
was first seen at about 0.35 o’clock and 
tho fire apparatus at West Newton at 
once responded to a still alarm, the chem- 
ical engiue and hose 2 soon arriving at 
tho scene of the conflagration. Two 
alarms were immediately rung in from 
box 35, a first alarm followed by a gener- 
al alarm, summoning the entire fire 
department of the city. 

When the fire was first discovered the 
flames were raging fiercely, and were 
rapidly consuming tho buildiug. It 
started, it is supposed, in the boys’ sanc- 
tuary on the north side of the church, 
and went up through the partitions to 
tho roof, spreading through tho rafters 
and woodwork to the steeple, which was 
in flames soon after the arrival of the 
chemical engine and hose 2. Streams 
were thrown on the burning building 
from tho hydrants until tho arrival of the 
steamers, a vast quantity of water being 
poured into the interior and upon the 
roof and steeple. The lines from the 
steamers continued this work, tho hy- 
drant streams being theu utilized in 
pouring water upon the exterior, the 
pressure not being sufficient to free the 
streams above the roof when the steam- 
ers were in operation. Tho fire had 
gained so much headway, however, that 
little could bo done except to keep it 
above tho basement. The chemical en- 
gine was chiefly utilized in protecting 
surrounding property, the sparks from 
the burning timbers having set fire to the 
roofs of the houses occupied by D, J. 
Gosline and Andrew Peters. 

The cause of tho fire is not definitely 
known, but it is supposed that a spark 
from the charcoal used to heat the conser 
set fire to the robes in the boys’ sanctua- 
ry and then communicated with the 
woodwork. Vesper services had been 
held in tho church during the afternoon, 
lasting about an hour, and the building 
had been closed by the janitor about 4.30 
o’clock. There had been no fire in tho 
church, and the candles on the altar and 


the charcoal fire in tho censer had been

extinguished at the conclusion of the 
services. There are those who believe 
that the fire was of incendiary origin, but 
there seems to be nothing to suppoit

Thus the Tariff Reformer’s wife, and in 
reply the Tariff Reformer as follows: 

Tinned plates are thin sheets of steel 
covered or plated with tin. Tinned plate 
is produced almost exclusively in Wales. 
The sheets are cut to standard sizes, 
packed in oak boxes, and shipped to all 
parts of tho world, about throe-fourths 
of it coming to the United States. From 
tinned plate are made milk-pails and 
pans, dinner-pails, bread pans, cake 
pans, pie pans, wash basins, tin cups, col- 
anders, strainers, skimmers, graters, tea- 
pots, colfeo pots, foot tubs, cans for veg- 
etables, fruits, fish and meat, oil cans, 
and many other articles of common use. 

In the manufacture. of tinware in this 
country 20,000 hands are employed and 
$12,000,000 invested. Tho salmon works 
of Oregon, the fruit-preservers of Califor- 
nia, Delaware, Michigan, and Illinois, 
tho vegetable canning works all over tho 
country, the oyster canning works of 
Baltimore, tho lobstor Backers of Maine, 
and tho canneries of dairy products of 
Now York, represent a capital of $50,000,- 
000 and a wage list of 40.000 hands. Last 
year wo imported 055,000,000 pounds of 
tinned plate worth $10,0<X),000 ami paid 
tho United States government $0,500,000 
duty. 


Protection for Colleges. 

Kansas cast 80,000 more Republican 
votes in November thau Democratic ones 
and Kansas lias a State university. Pro- 
fessor Canfield has been teaching Politi- 
cal Economy in this institution but the 
Kansas legislators dou’t want Political 
Economy taught; they want sumethiug 
taught that “agrees with the 80,000 mu 
ority.” So Prof. Canfield is gone and 
’rof. Blackmar is come. The Kansas 
youth will now learn how short crops 
produce wealth, and how foreigners pay 
our taxes and how State Tariffs would bo 
a good thing if wo could have them and 
how the Chinese Wall makes everybody 
wealthy, healthy and wise. 

Michigan has a Republican majority al- 
so, and a State University, and a Profes- 
sor who teaches Political Economy. But 
there are not so many fools iu the Statu 
Legislature as ill Kansas, and Professor 
Adams is still “poisoning” tho minds of 
the boys, though more than twenty lead- 
ing members of the Legislature think 
something ought to be done. One voice 
sounds out true; tho voice of the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives — Mr. 
Diekema. — 

“l do not believe it a good principle 
for majorities to dictate how teachers, a 
very small minority, should instruct 
their pupils. The whole history of the 
world shows that insignificant minori- 
ties, poor and persecuted for tho most 
part, liave been the advance guard of 
thought. They have formulated theo- 
ries afterward adopted by the people and 
indorsed by actual experience. I be- 
lieve Prof. Adams should bo at liberty to 
teach what he thinks bust. 1 do not 


this theory. 

Little of value was taken from tho 
building although tho janitor, Joseph 
Commotis, succeeded in getting out the 
altar service and vestments, which were 
in tho pastor’s sanctuary. Tho organ 
was valued at $1500. It was placed iu 
position in 1870, and was built by G. W. 
Ryder of Boston. Among the losses oc- 
casioned by the firo was tho Sunday 
school library, containing about 250 vol- 
umes, a portion of the books, however, 
having been loaned to borrowers, and a 
number of valuable pieces of statuary. 
Tho building and tho organ were insured. 
The insurance on tho building was 
placed by Mr. Bennett with tho National 
Fire Insurance Company, Hartford, $7000; 
Sun, London, $0500; Queen, Liverpool, 
$0500— total insurance on building, 
$20,000. Tho organ was insured for $500. 

John Ilorrigan, a member of hose com- 
pany 1, was struck on the head by a 
falling timber. His injuries were not of a 
serious character. 

The news of tho fire spread quickly 
and in an incredibly short space of time 
tho streets and yards in tho vicinity out- 
side of tho line roped olT by the police 
wore packed with people, wliiie every sort 
of a vohiele with its load of curious pas- 
sengers got as near to tho burning build- 
ing as possible. It required tho utmost 
efforts of the City Marshal and 10 officers 
to keep tho crowd from surging into tho 
open space. Occasionally, one in the 
vast number, plucking up courage, would 
niako an attempt to dive uuder tho ropes 
only to bo promptly ejected through the 
vigilance of the police. 

The sceues at the conflagration were 
not without their form oi beauty, and 
tho vast volume of flame which poured 
from tho roof of tho building, which 
could bo likened only to a great brick 
furnace, and tho fire which licked the 
steeple, ascending to tho vane, present- 
ing a picture niaguilieeut in effect, but 
appalling in its destructive significance. 
It was a time, too, for criticism and the 
firemen who undoubtedly worked hard 
came in for a share of public censure. 
Tho chief of tho department was criti- 
cized for not ordering out tho reserve 
steamer, located in the West Newton firo 
station, it being tho generally expressed 
opinion that the chemical engine in such 
a blaze was a useless piece of apparatus. 
While it is not reasonable to hold Clio 
idea that tho chemical engine should bo 
depended upon iu such a firo, tho real 
facts of tho case would load one to take 
exceptions to the criticism alluded to. 
Its value in protecting tho surrounding 
property was clearly demonstrated. As 
for the reserve engine, the great sticker 
iu the minds of most of the complainants, 
it is only fair to state that its service 
would not have made tho slightest differ- 
ence in the result. Tho lire, unfortu- 
nately, ha*l progressed too far before it 
was discovered or the Jalanii sounded, 
and the hydrant pressure proved suffi- 
cient to throw tho water upon the stoo- 
pie and into the building, accomplishing 
all that the steamer could have done, 
even bail it been put iu service, it was 
quite generally staled that the streams 
from tlie "hydrants could uot bo thrown 
upou the steeple aud above the roof of 


the church, but a careful investigation 
of tho matter proves the incorrectness of 
tho i tatement it wns only when the 
engines had been put in oneration that 
tho j ressuro was decreased so that the 
hydrant streams could not ho forced up 
to tho altitude named. The streams 
from tho enginos, however, did tho work 
which had been accomplished previous 
to their arrival by tho hydrant pressure. 

A Graphic reporter saw Mr. James B. 
Healey, who was the first sexton of the 
church and who afterwards held the 
position for Iff years and from him 
ienrned the facts in connection with tho 
organization and history of tho parish. 

St. Bernard’s parish was organized 
about 20 years ago, through the efforts 
of Rev. Father Flood, the first pastor of 
St. Bernard's church. The Catholics at 
West Newton had been in the habit of 
attending church in Waltham and it wns 
deemed advisable with growing numbers 
to make an offort to build a church at 
home. Mass was celebrated for the first 
time iu West Newton in n large tent and 
at tho conclusion of the services a sub- 
scription »vas taken up toward the erec- 
tion of a church building, $1500 being 
secured for that purpose. The society 
after this mooting attended services in 
the town hall, where mass was celebrated 
each Sunduy u 1 1 the basement of the 
new church edifice had boon completed. 
By this time an additional sum bad been 
raisi d and tho church, a handsome brick 
stri c me in tho gothic style of nrchi- 
tectu o, w s completed in 1871. It cost 
$45,000 and was free fiom debt a few 
yea is after the building had been com- 
pleted. The dimensions of the edifice 
w re 100x00, and the steeple was 170 feet 
high. Mr. Murphy of Providence was 
tho architect. Tho fust pastor was Fr. 
Flood, who built tho church. Fr. Mc- 
Mannus and Fr. McGrath were the next 
pastors, and the present pastor is Rev. 
Fr. O’Toole. The congregation which 
numbered about 700 when the church 
wns first built now numbers 1500.

THE POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


The debate over the adoption of a po- 
lice signal system, Monday evening, was 
one of the liveliest affairs we have had 
in the City Hall, this year, and the rec- 
ommendation of the committee that the 
Wilson Municipal system be adopted 
has evidently stirred up a good deal of 
feeling. The action of the committee 
created some surprise, as it was general- 
ly supposed that they would favor the 
Gamewell system, and they gave no hint 
of the nature of their .action until their 
report was introduced. 

We are sorry to see that one member 
of the committee has so much personal 
feeling over the matter, and was ready to 
impute bad motives to all who opposed 
the immediate adoption of the order. 
This is bad policy always, and it is better 
to assume, at least, that opponents are 
just as honest and disinterested as we 
are. This looks more dignified, and then, 
too, we can claim a right to the same 
charity that we extend to others. 

This prejudiced the listeners against 
the order, and another mistake made by 
the committee was, that in their report 
they gave no reason for their belief that 
the Municipal was the better system, and 
when Judge Kennedy was asked by Al- 
derman Pettee what the city was to get 
for the extra thousand that the Munici- 
pal system costs, he was unable to state, 
or at least he failed to do so. 

This is a mistake often made by com- 
mittees of our city council; they consid- 
er a subject, reach their conclusions and 
then report what action they recommend 
without giving any of the reasons which 
led them to such conclusions. The coun- 
cil may have all possible contidence in a 
committee, but the other members, also, 
claim to have intelligence, and like to be 
able to vote intelligently; for this reason 
many committees have come to grief, al- 
though as Aldermau Chadwick said, the 
members have lived through it. The 
Common Council has no representative 
on the police committee, and were not 
invited to the heariug. Naturally they 
do not wish to be completely ignored on 
such an important matter, which ought 
to have been considered by a joint 
special committee, so that the Common 
Council could have bad some voice in the 
matter. 

The effort to pass the order through 
both branches the same night was a grave 
error. It is the theory on which our city 
council is made up that one branch shall 
be a check on the other. They meet on 
alternate weeks, so that time may inter- 
vene, and hasty action be prevented. It 
is contrary to the two-board theory that 
any order shall pass both branches on 
the same evening, except in case of a 
great emergency, and it can hardly be 
claimed that there is any emergency in 
this case. The committee have been con- 
sidering the matter for six months and 
they should have beeu willing to allow 
the other members at least six days to 
think over it, especially as they gave no 
facts to guide the other members to 
some intelligent conclusion as to the 
right way to vote. 

It is a matter for regret that so 
much personal feeling was showu but 
this was probubly due to the great 
•interest the committee had in get- 
ting the best thiug for Newton, and uot 
<to their personal relations to the Game- 
well company. A committee that has 
spent a great deal of time on a matter, 
and has conscientiously made up their 
minds, uaturally want to see their ad- 
vice followed, and in the heat of debate 
things are said which are hardly judicial 
aud iu cooler moments would be regret- 
ted. 

We want the best possible police signal 
system in Newton. If the Gamewell com- 
pany can give it to us they should be fa- 
vored, as their price is lower and they are 
a Newton company, it the Municipal 
system is the bust aud is worth the extra 
cost, let us have that. It makes uo dif- 
ference what systems they have in other 
places, it is the system that is to be put 
in here that is to be considered. 

The council are to look into the ques- 
tion for themselves next Monday evening 
aud this will be fair for both companies, 
and they will probably be glad of the 
extra advertising each will receive from 
it. The right to a hearing is always 
grauted to citizens, aud even the mem- 
bers of the police committee are proba- 


bly now glad that they wore overruled 
bv the majority. It relieves them of all 
charge of unfairness or of any star-cham- 
her proceedings. 


THE ALMSHOUSE LOCATION. 

The hearing upon the plan of locating 
tho almshouse on Cherry street. West 
Newton, brought out the major portion 
of tho votors of that ward, Monday even- 
ing, and they are unanimous against tho 
plan. They are perfectly willing that 
any other ward should have it, and they 
aro evidently honest in thinking that 
there aro "thousands of acres" in New- 
ton les$ objectionable than the particular 
location recommended. If tho remon- 
strants had had the experience of the 
committee, they would perhaps have 
modified their statements, as the com- 
mittee could Hnd no location to which 
the neighbors did not object quite as 
strenuously as do the West Newton peo- 
ple. Even the most remote sections of 
tho city make the samo plea that tho alms- 
house would reduce the value of their 
property, and tho sections midway be- 
tween tho villages all liopo some day to 
be built up. The flnost estates in New- 
ton aro getting to bo those midway be- 
tween the villages, where it is possible to 
secure extensive grounds at a moderate 
price. The selection of any one of these 
locations, would, it is claimed, prevent 
all growth in this direction. 

It is only fair to the committee to say 
that they were not influenced by any 
disregard for the people who live in the 
viciuity of Cherry street. This section 
is already being built up with houses of 
a very moderate cost, land is subdivided 
into very small lots, and is being sold at 
a very low figure. They reasoned that 
the presence of the almshouse would not 
reduce the value of land from its present 
rate, aud that the people who are build - 
iug up that section would uot be driven 
away by the presence of the almshouse. 
The location is also convenient to City 
Hall, is healthy and contaius about as 
much land as can be profitably used for 
almshouse purposes. The price at which 
they bonded the land shows that it is 
not in a high-priced section of the city, 
and the offer made by one of the remon- 
strants, some months ago, of $4,000 for 
these six and 3-4 acres, shows that even 
the neighbors regard land iu that sec- 
tion as not very valuable. There are 
very few sections of the city where prices 
are lower than the offer quoted. 

Of course, if a less objectionable site 
can be found, it would be much better, 
and we believe the committee are all of 
them open to conviction on the subject. 
If any of the remonstrants or any one 
else, knows of a tract of land, to which 
no objections can be made, and where 
the price is as low as on Cherry street, 
they should give the committee the im 
mediate benefit of their knowledge. The 
committee have spent a great deal of 
time over the matter, have examined a 
great many locations, and their recom- 
mendation is the result. They can hard- 
ly be expected to change unless some 
other more suitable location is suggested. 

It lias been recommended that New- 
ton follow the example of Cambridge. 
That city owned a point of land extend- 
ing into Somerville, and they built theii 
almshouse there iu spite of the remon- 
strances of the Somerville people. This 
would be one way out of the difficulty, 
or we, might advertise for proposals, 
aud invito the owners of land, remote 
from the villages, properly secluded 
from tho gaze of neighbors, and to which 
no objections would be raised by adja- 
cent property-owners, to send in bids. 
However, as the West Newton people 
say that the presence of the Almshouse 
will damage all the property in their 
ward, it may be that other wards will 
hold the same view. 


The Boston Journal of Thursday had 
a leading editorial on the governor-ship 
question, which attracted unusual atten- 
tion, both from the position taken in re- 
gard to the two leading candidates now 
before the public, and iu regard to the 
prospects of success, which the Journal 
regards us so dubious that only the strong 
esc candidate should be nominated. It 
does not regard Mr. Brackett ns this 
candidate, as it thiuks the opposition of 
the temperance republicans would de- 
feat him, aud it does think that Mr. 
Crapo is the strongest candidate that 
could be chosen, aud that he should be 
nominated if the republican party desires 
to win. The Journal’s policy is usually 
to follow, rather than to try to lead pub- 
lic opinion, so that its outspoken an- 
nouncement has created the more sur- 
prise . 

A rather suggestive sign of the times 
is a circular sent out by the Tremont 
Vail Co., of Wareham, Mass., a copy of 
which fell into our bauds. It is sent to 
ail the manufacturers in New Eugland 
who use iron, and urges them to sign a 
petition to congress, to put iron ore aud 
coal ou the free list. It asserts that the 
movement is not in any way a political 
one, but such action is necessary to pre- 
serve the iron industries of New Eng- 
land from extermination. Unless some 
such action is taken, it will be only a 
few years when the few remaining iron 
mills are closed. The history of the iron 
industries of Now Eugland has been a 
very melancholy oue of late years, aud 
it is time that our Congressmen were 
looking out for their home industries, as 
well as those of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. J. It. Leesou has collected tho let 
tors he wrote to the GliAPillc in the late 
campaign and other articles, and has 
published them in pamplet form, at the 
request of* those who wish to have his 
plain presentation of the arguments for 
the tariff, iu a convenient form. Mr. 
Leesou has written an introduction to the 
pamplet, which is of such an Interesting 
nature that we shall give it next week. 
Mr. Leesou is so thoroughly posted 
ou matters relating to the tariff, that his 
coutributions are always valuable. 


Governor Ames has appointed the 
commission to have charge of carry- 
ing out. the metropolitan soworage hill. 
Tho three men aro John Quincy Adams 
of Quincy, Asa French of Braintree and 
Hose A King of Bridgewater. They are 
ail from tho second congressional district 
and aro all political opponents of Con- 
gressman Morse, which some peoplo 
think is more than a coincidence. They 
are all able men. 


Colonel Campbell gets a remarka- 
bly good position as railroad commis- 
sioner, and ho is abiuulnntly qualified 
for the duties. As private secretary of 
Governor Ames he has gained a large ac- 
quaintance with public affairs, aud is 
possessed of excellent tact, ability and 
judgment. The newspaper men would 
be glad to see him in even a higher posi- 
tion. 


In the list of those present at the 
Brackett meeting, Thursday, were tho 
following from this city; Kenresontativo 
Slocum and Gilman, C. Bowditeh Coffin; 
Ilavden Brown, and |N. T. Allen of 
West Newton; Mr. Slocum made an ex- 
cellent speech, endorsing Mr. Brackett, 
aud bis record on the temperance 
question.

Police Signal System. 

To the Editor of the Graphic. 

The city is about to adopt a police signal 
system and it is important, therefore, that 
the respective merits of the various systems 
should be determined in order to get such 
apparatus as will accomplish the best re- 
sults in locating the members of the de- 
partment and in tin* transmission of intel- 
ligence to the central station. The systems 
under consideration are those of the Mu- 
nicipal Signal Company of Boston and the 
Gamewell Company of this city. It has 
been claimed that the Gamewell Company 
could not furnish an automatic self-regis- 
tering time stamp and a box with n citizen’s 
key and this was regarded as a serious de- 
fect, as the features could be secured in the 
other system. 

As the Gamewell Company was a home 
concern, employing a large number of 
skilled mechanics and paying to the city 
large taxes, directly and indirectly, it was 
generally understood that if these special 
devices could be provided that the citv 
would naturally award the contract to that 
company. The Gamewell Company has 
shown these devices and exhibited the 
plant of an excellent working system be- 
fore tho committee on police in the City 
Hall. Notwithstanding this fact the police 
committee, after carefully refraining from 
any expression of its views upon the sub- 
ject to any member of the city council, fi- 
nally reported Monday evening recom- 
mending that the city adopt the system of 
the Municipal Signal Company, but with- 
out giving any good reason for its conclu- 
sion that it was the best system. In the 
opinion of the writer the members of the 
police committee, if directly asked the 
question which of the two systems shown 
in the City Hall was the best, would he nt 
a loss for a reply, unless governed bv an 
undercurrent of prejudice. Certainly* the 
apparatus shown by the Gamewell did the 
work as well and supplied the needed de- 
vices for a first-class service, covering all 
the important points of the other system, 
together with some features which I think 
were a decided improvement. Among them 
may he mentioned the numerical indicator 
for the wagon house, which, although an 
old device in telegraphic alarm signals, is 
more desirable than a gong and striker in- 
dicator, as it renders a mistake in the box 
number impossible. 

The police committee ignores the auto- 
matic register and box with citizen’s key to 
which I have alluded, on the grounds, it is 
understood, that it is an infringement of 
the Municipal signal Company. How does 
the committee arrive at this conclusion? 
Mr. Wilson of the Municipal Signal Com- 
pany claims that the devices named are 
covered by the patents of their company; 
on the other hand, the Gamewell Company 
claims that its patent rights cover these 
points. One statement is as good as the 
other and the police committee are certain- 
ly not iu a position to settle the question. 
The companies alone are tl|e interested par- 
ties and if one uses the devices of the 
other, there is a proper channel for redress. 
It is sufficient if the company awarded the 
contract gives bonds to protect the city in 
case of a law suit. All things considered, 
it is good policy to patronize the home 
company, certainly reliable and possessing 
n substantial surplus, it asserts that it can 
give to Newton what it desires and it shows 
the necessary electrical apparatus and de- 
vices to substantially prove its statement. 
The sentiment of tin* city is iu favor of the 
Gamewell Company if it can give the po- 
lice department a first-class system and 
there is no good reason to doubt its ability 
to do it. Home Market.

Tlie graduating exercises of the senior 
class of the Riverside school for young 
women, located in Auburndale, took place 
in a tent erected upon the lawn on the 
school grounds Monday evening. The 
exercises opened with a selection by the 
school chorus, and a solo by Miss Cour- 
voisier, followed by prayer by Rev. Cal 
vin Cutler, after which the address to 
the senior class was delivered by Rev. 
Francis E. Clark, editor of the Golden 
Rule, who spoke upon "A Young Wo- 
man’s Rights.” I have nothing to say 
about the rights of women to vote, to at- 
tend caucus and to hold office, said the 
speaker. Important as these questions 
are, I believe that there arc other rights 
which belong inherently to every young 
woman, more important still, and far 
inure often overlooked. It is the right 
of every young woman to he herself, all 
that God meant she should be. Let no 
sentiment roll you of this right, worth 
more to you than the ballot box or tlie 
caucus. There is just one person in the 
world who lias your work to do, and she 
is called by your mind. There is em- 
place that no one of the millions of 
young women can fill except yourself. 
You can so dwarf and stunt yourselves 
that you may fill no useful place, but 
it will neither be the fault of God or na- 
ture. You posFess every natural aptitude 
needed and there is a melody iu some 
life which you can best awaken. But to 
do this, you must he yourself and not a 
weak imitation of the thousand others. 
It seems to me that this is one of the 
rights that a young woman of the pres- ! 
cut day is all too unwilling to insist upon. ' 
She always seems to he afraid of her own j 
individuality. She must follow the pre- 
vailing faishiou if it takes the last dollar 
and the last ounce of strength out of her j 
life. If bangs are the fashion, she is at 
once banged; if frizzles areiu vogue she ! 
must at once be frizzled. If flounces are 
the tilings that other girls wear, tlieu 
there is only one thing that she can wear. 
We have some patience with the sheep 
that jumps through a gap in the wall 
simply because another sheep lias done 
the same thing, but we expect more of a 
young woman. I would not have you 
understand that I mean by individuality 
something odd or outre or pert and per- 
verse. To lie oneself is to be just what 
nature intended, nothing more, certainly 
nothing less. It is not to strain after 
oddities. If God has given you a witty 
tongue and lively imagination use them 
but do not try to ape the wit of someone 
else. 

Another of your rights is your right 
to be self reliant and ip the best sense of 
the term independent. One whose name 
is a household word iu two continents 
by, reason of her labors in the temper- 
ance cause, says: "The point that most 
needs strengthening in a young woman’s 
character is a noble, cheery, helpful spir- 
it of self help. The individualism of 
Christ’s gospel needs development and 
application among our girls, uu’d will en- 
able them to save themselves and the 
Republic.” 

Your highest right and privilege is to 
show the world the supreme beauty of a 
Christian womanhood. This right en- 
noble and in a sense includes all others. 
You have a God-given right to be your- 
selves, but let it be a Christaian individ- 
uality that you cultivate or it will devel- 
ope into freakishness and perversity. 
Let your independence he tempered by 
a loving dependence on the Son of God. 
Your safeguard is an earnest, humble, 
devoted Christian life. Lend your heart, 
word and influence to the cause of Christ, 
for God and home and uative land. To 
do this is a young woman’s noblest right 
and loftiest aim in life.

TIIE LAUREL HOUSE. 


THE I.AKE CAHA 8ALJ0.— SOME OF THE 
AMUSEMENTS, — M118. CLEVELAND AND 
TIIE WHITNEYS. 

It Ih fl vo weeks to-day since wo arrived 
in Lakewood, and still wo linger on hold 
by tho invisible spell of its refreshing 
“pinoy air.” Never in my wanderings 
over this “Mother earth” has it boon my 
good fortune to find such another hotel 
a? tho “Laurel House,” so perfect in all 
its appointments. Each room is provid- 
ed with an open fireplaeo, in which you 
burn tho most delicious pine wood, free 
to all. Tho cosiness of an open Are 
makes our rooms more than delightful, 
and we would feign tarry longer upstairs 
wero the public rooms less attractive. 
Lot us tako a stroll around the lower 
floor. The construction of tho hotel is 
most spacious, tho old house which in 
days of yore, was tho run of the place 
being in the contre, while numerous L’s 
ruu out on either side, terminating in 
other houses almost as largo as the cen- 
tro building. 

The office is in tho main house, aud 
from this you roach (through a glass 
corridor, which has all the effects of a 
conservatory, with its comfortable arm- 
chairs and groups of graceful tropical 
plants) tho reading room which is most 
luxuriant. Here you And all tho period- 
icals, magazines ai.d tho leading daily 
papors, to say nothing of a dozen or so 
from tho other side. On your right, sits 
a young girl in dainty Empire Matinee, 
reading “Life;” on the loft is one of out- 
most dignified senators, deeply engrossed 
iu a copy of tho “Forum.” Open Ares 
glow brightly, and if you glance in the 
direction of tho windows, great masses 
of beautiful plants make you forget that 
it is not June. Farther to tho right is 
au immense music room, with a raised 
stage at one end, and what is surprising 
in a hotel, a really good Steinway grand 
piano. 

THE LAKE. 

But we have tarried long enough in- 
doors on this lovely May morning. Let 
us take a view of the town. The reddish 
color of tho soil reminds you most forci- 
bly that this is Lakewood, N. J., and 
not Lakewood, N. Y. We walk quietly 
down tho Main street, which is very 
much like the main streets of one of our 
Now England villages, with its row of 
stately trees and rather unsatisfactory 
shops on either side. After walking for 
a short distance you turn to the left and 
como to “tho Lake”, which bears the 
rather curious name ot “Cara Saljo,” 
named by Mr. Buck, who formerly 
owned most of the place, for his three 
daughters— Carry, Sally and Josephine;

There is some- 
thing certainly weirdly bewitching about 
going out on tho water iu tho early 
spring; and on a warm day it is just alive 
with boats, dying hither aud thither. 
This little body of watev is framed in by 
beautiful pine woods and one can take a 
most invigorating stroll all along its 
banks, and if a great pedestrian walk 
quite around. This walk isono of tho fea- 
tures of the place, aud ono never tiros of 
wandering iu and out along its shady 
paths, here losing and again finding the 
lake. Stopping for a rest and little chat 
on some of its inviting seats, until you 
cross a rustic bridge called the “Kissing 
Bridge,” where for a time you lose the 
lake entirely. There aro all kinds of in- 
teresting walks, where you And tho bril- 
liant checkerberry, hidden among its 
glossy leaves, and if you look deeper the 
beautiful, delicate pink of the dainty 
“May blossom” or trailing arbutus. The 
mosses hero aro very rare, tho famous 
Pixoy being among them. This is ex- 
quisitely dainty and is only found in two 
other places. Strange, uncanny fungi 
are quite frequently seen in tho damp 
mossy dells, one curious variety assum- 
ing tho shape of tho leaf of the treo upon 
which it grows. Over head the trees are 
quite gray with hanging moss, of a deli- 
cate grayish green. 

The drives are simply charming and 
you can ride for miles through the state- 
ly pines, which seem to nod and beckon 
you ever on and on, like so many solemn 
Druids, — while a soft murmur as of far 
distant waves is over iu the air. Among 
the most charming of the drives is the 
ono which follows the lake, and on your 
return, to Anish with tho “Cathedral 
drive” and Fine Park is an afternoon 
well spent, 1 can assure you. Equestri- 
ans abound, and 1 never had such glo- 
rious rides as here, in and out of the 
pines, up briery, winding paths, too nar- 
row for a carriage, and finishing with a 
brisk galop up the Ursin street. 

SOME OF THE U AVETIKS. 

This is not a gay place, although the 
young people And plenty to inter- 
est them. There is an excellent board 
tennis court, aud between tho hours of 
J aud 5 one can always And amusement 
in watching the constant movement and 
good playing of the brave youths and 
fair maidens, iu their bright and pictur- 
esque tennis suits. 

Bowling is quite the rage here, aud 
last week there were some splendid 
scores made, two gentlemen almost 
roachiug the highest number of three 
hundred. 

Theu there is always the barge run- 
ning to and from the woods, where you 
can sit and read when it is warm and 
clear, aud enjoy the exquisite fragrance 
of the pines. We have liad several con- 
certs, most of them for charitable ob- 
jects, a lecture on “Paris” by Harry 
French, aud another on tho “Glaciers” 
bv a man whose name has escaped mo, 
a very successful Easter sale with fan 
drill and other attractions iu the even- 
ing. A fascinating talk on “William 
Shakespeare.” by the talented young 
Episcopal minister. The Decorative Art 
Society from New York sent down some 
beautiful articles, which were exhibited 
iu the parlor, and we ladies found that 
the good taste and artistic beauty of the 
lovely things could not be resisted. 
A pianist and violinist furnish excel- 
lent music every evening, hut there is 
very little dancing, on account of the 
lack of tl at very essential article— men. 
However, a fortnight ago, they managed 
to import a few, and had a very success- 
ful German. 1 have never seen any- 
thing prettier, iu faet they seemed to 
have gleaned all tho best of the old Ag- 
ures, and added several new ones, which 
were very “ebb)}” they dunced each figure 


with a different dnnee. thn “Kentucky 
jubilee,” “Alpatian,” “York” andsovon, 
al others of a Inter date, adding their 
now charms to their old friends, tli e 
waltz nnd tho polka. 

Mrs. Cleveland nnd tho Whitneys. 
Wo wero favored last week with sevoral 
eelehrites among tho guests. Mrs. 
Cleveland, prettier and more graceful 
than over, delighted us all In her dainty. 
Parisian gowns. Little Dorothy Whit- 
ney, who was quite n belle among tho 
little folks, was hero with her father and 
mother, Mr. and Mrs. ex-Secretary Whit- 
ney, and won tho hearts of all by her 
quaint ways and sweet smiles. Mr. and 
Mrs. Clews wero also here, and a young 
artist, who Is on tho staff of “Life,” 
showed himself to be an excellent nurse 
in the faithful way in which lie watched 
over a poor sick dog — a beautiful silky 
white collie with tan spots, who was 
very ill with influenza.
